A more practiced eye can detect a sure sign of the ailment in nothing more 
than a caressing touch on a length of old iron pipe in the garage.

our boy who is overseas, in an Army camp here at home, patrol- 

ling the oceans, is chiefly concerned with two things about his 
homecoming after victorious conclusion of the war: seeing his folks 
and getting a job. The first you can take care of in your own way 
with all the love that is in your heart. But just what are you doing 
about the second? 

Not long ago on a cross-country train the editor of this magazine * 
and I met a soldier. He was just an average soldier, Pfc, about twenty- 
three, slow-spoken, with intelligent eyes. And he talked to us about 
his chances of getting a job when the war was won. Frankly, he — 
didn’t think the chances were good. He’d heard about the breadlines 
and apple-sellers; he saw civilians earning more money in a week 
in war factories than he made in a month. He remembered the days 
of depression when his father couldn’t find work. He was worried 
and a little cynical. 

“But look!” we told him, “if we can employ so many more 
people for war production, more people than ever worked all at 
one time before in this country, why can’t we do the same thing in 
peace?” 

“We can,” said the khaki-clad youth, bitterly, “but we won't. It

I): you believe that your town can afford to build an im- 
posing monument to World War II while just around 
the corner children are playing in the streets? 

Now is the time to think clearly about war memorials. 
It is to your soldier, sailor, or airman that they will be 
dedicated. They will be built with your dollars, and given 
a permanent place in your town. Will you be satisfied 
with an old-fashioned monument—an obelisk, a classic 
tombstone, or a grim group of warriors chiseled in stone— 
the sole purpose of which is to be seen, not used? Wouldn't 
it seem more fitting to commemorate your heroes of World 
War II with a living memorial, one that makes a definite 
contribution to that better life for which the battles were 
fought ? 

Those who died that our way of life might survive, saw 
for themselves the tragedy of crowded, unsanitary living, 
starvation, and ignorance, They wanted better things for 
their children—health, freedom, and education. In the 
memorial tributes that we raise to them, these ideals 
actually can be realized. 

What kind of living memorial should your community 
plan? Living memorials are not limited to plantings of 
trees or parks. Suggested below are a few practical proj- 
ects already being considered by towns and cities all over 
the country. But what is best for one town is not neces- 
sarily best for all. As you read, weigh each idea against 
your town’s needs and against its ability to build and main- 
tain such a memorial. And remember that the best living 
memorial for your community is the one that offers the 
most to the greatest number of citizens, Here are some 
suggestions: 
¢ A memorial hospital would give greater health to all 
citizens in a city large enough to afford it. Or if your 
existing hospital isn’t large enough, your memorial might 
be a new wing. dedicated to your war heroes. Or it might 
he a new operating theater, a free clinic for children, or 
an adult public health center where instruction in nutrition. 
home nursing, and general family health is offered. 
¢ A uursery school for children whose mothers must work 
would be a contribution to the general welfare of certain 
towns. Are classroom facilities in existine schools ade- 
quate? The children in those schools will benefit by bet- 
ler sight and stronger bodies, get a healthier start. if

Wee you come home from overseas, you 
cross not only oceans but centuries. From 
Italy or France the transition may involve only 
a hundred years or so. If you’ve been in India 
or Persia, you may jump across a millennium. 
From some parts of China the gap is two or 
three thousand years wide. But one thing is 
plain to the average American: so far as 
modern homes and the comforts thereof are 
concerned, you don’t reach the 20th century ~ 
until you pass the Statue of Liberty or the 
Golden Gate. 

This coming home is a complicated expe- 
rience. What you notice most depends some- 
what on where you've been. If you’ve been 
mouldering in Great Britain for a couple of 
years, the fact that the sun is shining and 
looks as if it might continue indefinitely is 
probably the greatest source of wonder and 
admiration. On the other hand, if you’ve been 
broiling in the Arabian desert or steaming 
on some atol or other, an occasional thun- 
derstorm or even a cloudy day seems like a 
minor miracle, 

No matter where you've been, the thickness 
of the newspapers and the prevalence of ice 
cream and the fact that the girls wear stock- 
ings (and have legs worth looking at) and 
dozens of other phenomena that Joe Citizen 


takes for granted all add up to the cosmic

and staggering realization that you’re actu- 
ally back in the country where they give away 
matches free and people don’t stop to count 
their change. 

But most of us don’t feel really at home 
until we reach a certain house. The kind 
of house doesn’t matter much: it can be a 
ranch house or a farmhouse or a neo-Gothic 
palace. It just has to be the house we left 
behind when we went away. 

In my own case, that particular house is 
in the country. It was built in the late thirties, 
and it’s not a pretentious house. It’s quite 
small, really, but it’s a 20th century house. 
all right. It has four bathrooms (which is 
more than we had for 250 men in my Oxford 
college, | remember), and it has insulated 
walls and roofing and a thermostat-controlled 
oil burner and the usual electric gadgets. Did 
I say “usual”? I’ve just spent two years real- 
izing how unusual they are. 

Not that I spent much time overseas pining 
for any specific gadget. Sometimes it’s a 
particular kind of food you want, and some- 
times a drink, and sometimes it’s just the way 
a row of wind-twisted trees looks against a 
familiar sky line, or the smell of salt marshes 
at low tide, or the way a certain dog pokes 
his muzzle into your hand. 


f course, there are a few universals. Beds,

RIGHT NAMES

Names are to plants just what they are to 
people—the surest means of easy identifica- 
tion short of pointing. Common names and 


nicknames are .often apt but also confusing 


hen you speak of Myrtle do you mean (in a garden, of 

course) Crape-Myrtle or Creeping Myrtle? And if you mean 
Creeping Myrtle, do you also mean Periwinkle? And if. you 
mean Periwinkle, do you mean Vinca? And if you mean Vinca. 
do you mean Vinca rosea, which is a tender perennial grown as 
an annual, or do you mean Vinca minor, which is a very pop- 
ular, rock-hardy evergreen ground cover? If this is what you 
mean, why shouldn't you say so? 

You see how it is? Stand in front of a bed of this ground’ 
cover, call it Myrtle or Creeping Myrtle or Vinca, and there is 
no confusion. But hunt it down in a reference book or catalogue, 
or try to tell a friend what you mean, and the correct, specific 
name, Vinca minor, is the one quick and sure label. 

Common plant names—the nicknames in the flower world— 
are pleasant to the ear, often aptly descriptive (Spiderflower and 
Love-in-a-mist, for example), and frequently of historic impor- 
tance. But they don’t belong in a census of the plant world— 
they won't do on a plant’s passport, they do not (and this is most 
important of all) permit you to find your way among the plants 
in this day of new hybrids and modern plant development. 

The parallel between the true or botanical naming of plants 
and the modern naming of people is close, with the order of sur- 
names and “given” names reversed—after the Chinese custom. 
Take the Creeping Myrtle we’ve been talking about as an ex- 
ample. Vinca is the generic name (the genus to which the plant 
belongs). There is but one genus Vinca, though there are other 
members of the same family. The word minor is the species, or 
specific name. (V. rosea and V. major are the other two com- 
mon species.) For the most part, Vinca minor is the “end of the 
line.” But there are several varieties of this species, one of the 
best of them being the Bowles variety—a development with bet- 
ter and larger blooms than the species. This name may be cer- 
rectly written two ways: Vinca minor bowlesi, or V. minor. 
Bowles variety. ; 

That is the simplified principle of botanical plant names. Com- 
pare it to my name: Vinca—Kent. Minor—Stephen. If I were 
a “jr.” that would, in a true sense, be my variety of Stephen 
Kent. It’s as easy as that, and as consistent, no matter how many 
varietal or sub-varietal names a plant, like a person, might have. 

Aside from precision and accuracy, what other reasons are 
there for our calling plants by their correct, though often pom- 
pous sounding, names? One of the most important is that botani- 
cal names are truly international. They cross all seas and all 
frontiers. They are the “Esperanto” of the plant universe. Sec- 
ond, they offer still another means of strengthening the great 
fraternity of gardeners, everywhere. Third (and this you will 
discover right now, as you study the better seed and nursery 
catalogues) they are the best and surest means the dealers have 
of presenting their wares to you in their true light. They form 
the best basis for an index. They are often truly descriptive. 
They make it immeasurably easier for you to be a more venture- 
some, a more competent, a happier gardener. 
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Food is still the stuff to feed the troops and the

or two years the farms and home gar- 

dens of America have supplied the tables 
of this country—and of half the world be- 
sides—with literal “food for freedom.” 
Even now, the job is not done. The arrival 
of victory in Europe will only release the 
pent-up famine and misery of five long 
winters. At the same time the battle in Asia 
may extend for months and years before 
that area can resume its productive pace. 

These are problems for statesmen and 
generals, but they are reflected directly in 
American homes and back-yard gardens, at 
our daily table, in our income taxes, at the 
grocers, and the payroll window. 

Yet it would be a mistake to admit that 
fear of the future ought to motivate our 


gardening. Whether peace brings inflation 


or depression is less important than whether 


it will leave us an avocation no less refresh- 
ing in peace than in war. It is as an avoca- 
tion that home gardening stands firm. 

For two years we have gardened—more 
than twenty million of us home gardeners 
—in order to produce the “food for free- 
dom.” The years ahead will bring reasons 
just as good to convince us we should keep 
on gardening. Suppose we use some of 
our “freedom” to plan our postwar gar- 
dens? We have learned a lot in our vege- 
table patch. Some of the more obvious 
lessons are summarized in the tables on 
the next page. But our biggest lesson will 
remain unlearned until we have freely 
planned gardens expressive of our very 
own personal interests. to replace—or io 


extend—the Victory gardens thal are stand-

There will be units designed for storage alone; units 
combining freezing and storage facilities, 

Cabinets designed for storage, however, will not do a com- 
pletely satisfactory freezing job, since they cannot maintain the 
low temperatures essential to rapid freezing of large quan- 
tities. Cabinets suitable for freezing must reach and hold zero 
and lower. For foods being frozen must be chilled quickly to 
check growth of enzymes, prevent bacteria from developing. 
Otherwise foods may spoil before they are frozen. Once freez- 
ing is accomplished, they will keep in fine condition at storage 
temperatures from zero to 10° above.

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THE TRUTH ABOUT 





To make seeds grow indoors you must 
give them special treatment. One of the 
country’s top experts tells what that 


means, how to do the job successfully 


By T. A. Weston 


he directions commonly given for indoor seed sow- 

ing are based on greenhouse practices. Regardless 
of what some may claim, whether the seed is sown in 
soil or special devices, using sand or other materials, 
and whether the seed is treated with chemicals or not, 
no one can expect to raise and grow in an ordinary 
dwelling room plants equal to those raised and grown 
on in a properly maintained greenhouse. It’s a lot 
easier to fool yourself about this than it is to fool the 
seeds. Failure, total or partial, is easy, and it is not 
safe to call it bad luck. Success can, on the other hand, 
be material—and not too difficult. But that will not be 
good luck, either. It will be common sense and care- 
ful work. Let’s look into it. 

Directly below are outlined ten important reasons 
why you may have had “bad luck” with indoor seed 





t 


sowing heretofore. On the opposite page are some 
graphic suggestions for improving your luck this time. 
The latter will be explained fully if we take up, point 
by point, the solutions to the failure problems noted 
in the special list at the bottom of the page. 

i. For sowing seeds indoors, in pans, pots, “starter” 
boxes, or flats, ordinary garden soil or specially pre- 
pared composts as used for pot plants are unsafe— 
either too strong or of improper structure and texture. 
Soil for seed sowing indoors should be light and gran- 
ular, containing a good proportion of broken-down 
organic matter and coarse sand. A perfect seed com- 
post for indoor use can be made by anyone of two 
parts of sifted turf loam and one part sand, one part 
peat moss. Add to each bushel, 14% ounces superphos- 
phate and *4 ounce of ground limestone, slightly more 
if loam is known to be well on the acid side. Never mix 
commercial fertilizers with soil for seed sowing. 

2. The mixture suggested meets all requirements. 
The coarse sand and the peat moss create a more gran- 
ular structure in the loam, making for better aeration 
and drainage. The peat moss, being partially decayed 
organic matter, is not too rich in nitrogen, but it is 
sufficient for seedlings. The loam naturally contains 
enough potash for tiny plants. The added superphos- 
phate is an aid to seed (Continued on page 85)

Do you Know how to compute the price you can afford 


to pay for a house? No matter whether yowre buying 
er building, be guided by these rules in deciding how 


much of your income you can safely apportion to housing 


By MEILES LL.

Josere the price asked for a house is something like guessing the size of a 
*?monument standing alone in a desert. It’s hard to do because you are likely 
to have very little to compare with it. You do not buy houses at short inter- 
vals, as you do your food, your clothing, and, in normal times, your auto- 
mobile; so you may lack the knowledge of prices that such regular buying 
provides. Moreover, the real prices of houses are not often as readily known 
as the prices of other articles; and in buying and selling, much of the old 
horse-trading technique persists. 

Because the housing market is not an open market in the ordinary sense 
and because, in addition, a house purchase takes a larger outlay, usually paid 
out over a longer period of time than is the case with any other single pur- 
chase you will make, special measuring tools are needed—one to help judge 
the price in relation to the market, and another to help scale it to your own 
resources. In order to make use of such tools, it isn’t necessary to become an 
expert in appraisal; nor, in using them, should they be looked on as a sub- 
stitute for expert opinion. Expert opinion should always be sought from your 
banker, broker, architect, builder. 


As a first step, no matter how strong an appeal a 
chosen house may have, or how set you are on the 
plans before you, it is important before buying, or 
building, to have a general knowledge of the kinds 
and prices of other houses offered in the market. It 
will take time and gasoline—or shoe leather—to get 
this knowledge, but it will be worth while. There is 
no other way of comparing the consistency of the 
price proposed with the general level of offerings. 
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: important not only to compare asking prices of houses offered for sale, 
to compare current rentals with sales prices on similar houses. Thus a 
hase price (or the estimated cost of the house you propose to have built) 
Id not range much, if any, beyond 100 to 120 times the monthly rental 
e of the property (judged from comparable current rents). 


Generaliy speaking, if the purchase price is more 
than 120 times what you would have to pay in rent 
for an equivalent house, you are likely to be paying 
a premium for the “intangibles” of home ownership, 
which you may not be able to recover when later you 
desire to sell the house you have bought. .

How are you going to make 
sure that this happens in your town 
as soon as the last shot is fired?

Puc- 
cini fussed for two years over the 
libretto of La Boheme, and wrote 
the music in eight months. It is a 
cliché to say that the librettos of 
most operas are bad and do not 
make sense. That is not true. Some 
operas, such as Faust or La Gia- 
conda, do have plots which by now 
have become stale and old-fash- 
ioned, A few, like // Trovatore, have 
really bad plots. But many of them 
are good and interesting plays— 
for example, Carmen, Aida, Meis- 
tersinger, Marriage of Figaro, Don 
Giovanni. 


O IT would be worth your while 

to find out what is going on. On 
the Saturday afternoon broadcasts 
they do give you a synopsis of the 
plot, but this, because of time limi- 
tations, has to be sketchy.

they are fat. That is where your 
imagination must help you. It must 
save you from making that step 
from the sublime to the ridiculous. 
This step is often a tiny one in 
opera performances. This is par- 
ticularly true of Wagnerian opera. 

And talking of Wagnerian opera, 
you probably know that Wagner 
assigned to his characters certain 
symphonic motives called Leitmo- 
tiv. These are the building bricks 
of his great structures. These he 
varies and changes as the drama 
unfolds. The commentators study- 
ing the Wagner scores have given 
every one of the motives a name; 
but it is decidedly not necessary 
for you to know them by name in 
order to enjoy the music. I guaran- 
tee that. 

I have sometimes been asked 
which operas one should go to hear 
first. That is, of course, a matter 
of individual taste. But my sugges- 
tions are: As an example of Verdi’s 
art, hear Aida; as an example of 
Wagner’s art, hear Lohengrin or 
Die Walkiire; for the incomparable 
music of Mozart, hear The Mar- 
riage of Figaro (but be sure to 
know what the complicated plot 
is about). Almost anything by Puc- 
cini appeals easily to the novice, 
particularly La Boheme and Tosca.

for more jobs in Franklin Square. 
The bank now has special accounts 
on what it calls its “project reg- 
ister.” Owners and buyers mark 
down the kind of improvements 
they intend to make, whether house- 
hold, commercial. or on farms, give 
estimates on how much they will 
spend, and start saving. About 
$33.200 already has been deposited 
for the individual purchases of au- 
tomobiles, homes, household appli- 
ances; etc. And this is in addition 
to War Bond purchases, for Frank- 
lin Square has oversubscribed its 
quota in every drive. 

The moral to the Franklin 
Square story, according to Mr. 
Green, is that if every one of the 
15,000 commercial banks in the 
United States adopted the project 
register plan, each bank having 
2.000 such accounts averaging $300 
each, nine billion dollars would be 
available in the early postwar 
period for replacing and catching 
up on needs—that’s work for 25 
to 30 million people, without one 


War Bond being cashed.

An- 
other rule-of-thumb says that this 
rental charge should not exceed 
one-quarter of your income. This 
rule may be applied as a safe guide 
only when you live in a fairly large 
city in the northern half of the 
country and have an income under 
$3,000 a year, and when you in- 
clude in your rental calculation all 
the items that might be included 
in apartment rental, such as heat, 
hot water, light, refrigeration and 
cooking fuel. 

Considering rent to cover only 
what is customary for individual 
houses—that is, with no service ex- 
cept maintenance and repair—and 
assuming you live in a suburban 
area or small city and your income

In ordinary times, if 
your calculation of the rental value 
of your prospective house exceeds

year, the relationship of income to 
rent should be reduced by 2 or 3 
per cent below the 20 per cent 
minimum in order to maintain a 
more desirable ratio of rent to total 


income.

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WHAT IS AN APPROPRIATE WAR MEMORIAL?

a scientific lighting system, air con- 
ditioning, or new desks and chairs, 
designed for proper posture. 

@ A community center brings peo- 
ple together ina spirit of co-opera- 
tion and friendliness, and unless we 
have this spirit in our own com- 
munities, we can never hope to 
achieve it on a world-wide scale. 
Could there be a more fitting war 
memorial? Such a building might 


house an auditorium for theater 
groups, concerts, public  discus- 


sions. The building might include 
meeting rooms. craft work rooms, 
a gymnasium and facilities for in- 
door sports. This is a project that 
might be planned for execution 
over a period of years. 

If your present public library 
has a small bit of land around 
it—even a space fifty feet square 
would do—consider turning this in- 
to an outdoor reading room, paved, 
planted with beautiful trees and 
flowering shrubs, and further beau- 
tified by a memorial pool. It would 
be used and enjoyed by all age 
groups in the community. 

e If your town lies close to a 
wooded area, this natural setting 
might be developed as an outdoor 
community center. It might have an 
amphitheater for summer concerts 
Walks 


through the woods, outdoor fire- 


or plays. might be cut 
places and picnic tables provided. 
A stream might be dammed to 
make. a skating rink in winter, a 
lake for boating in summer. Here 
would be a gift of health and hap- 
piness to every one in the town. 

© Memorial highways. boulevards. 
or bridges might be undertaken by 
several neighboring towns or coun- 
ties. Designed for traffic safety and 
planted where possible with shrubs 
and trees, they are certainly fitting 
tributes. Present highways might 
be beautified with plantings and 
made safer by the installation of 
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modern lighting and overhead cross- 
ings for pedestrians. 

These are just a few living memo- 
rials now being planned by official 
committees. local

civic groups, women’s clubs, the 
American Legion. Rotary or Kiwan- 
is. Funds for such memorials are 


being raised by private subscrip- 


- tions, benefits. community drives, 


and public tax appropriations. 
Where sufficient funds cannot be 
raised to execute the entire project 
at one time—and this is often the 
case where public funds are used— 
appropriations can be allotted over 
a period of years towards a planned 
building program. But in all cases, 
provision must be made for the 
maintenance of the memorial as 
well as for its original cost. 


PPONENTS of living memorials, 
().. will find, will contend that 
only in fine art is the true memo- 
rial spirit suitably expressed. that 
a memorial is stripped of dignity 


“and hence unworthy if it is linked 


to the everyday, material needs of 
the community. Actually, we see no 
reason why sculpture or painting 
cannot be incorporated into the 
memorial hospital or community 
center or forest park. Living memo- 
rials, of course. must be beautiful. 
They can have dignity of appear- 
ance, too. And certainly there can 
be no higher dignity than the pur- 
pose for which they are created, the 
betterment of the human body and 
mind. To find out what side the 
fighting men themselves take in the 
controversy on traditional versus 
living memorials, ask any service 
man which he would prefer to com- 
memorate his achievements: his 
name over the entrance to a chil- 
dren’s playground or inscribed in 
aloof grandeur on a monument on 
Main Street. He’ll choose the play- 


ground any time.

ITH the exception of flowers 
Werat are grown from seed, new 
introductions are usually more ex- 
pensive than older varieties. Of 
course seed packets of new things 
are slightly higher than others, but 
the cost per plant is affected to a 
negligible degree. But since the 
general price is higher, plan first of 
all to use the new things for accent 
or special emphasis. 

Using the new offerings for high- 
light effect is often sound, also.

germination, and the limestone, be- 
sides reducing acidity, helps to re- 
lease soluble phosphorous. (Special 
sterile starting preparations elimi- 
nate some of the hazards of rich 
or diseased soil. ) 

3. Seeds cannot germinate and 
grow without moisture, but over- 
wetness can cause rotting of some 
seeds and, with the average run of 
plants, is liable to cause rotting of 
small seedlings. With small seeds 
especially, if sown in pots, pans, 
or boxes, the simplest and most ef- 
fective method of watering is to 
stand the containers in dishes of 
water. The moisture will be drawn 
up through the drainage hole to the 
soil surface by capillary action (see 
diagrams at top of page 55.) 

4. Small 


snapdragons, begonias, etc. do not 


seeds like petunias, 
require any soil covering and large 
seeds need no more than a covering 
of their own depth. 

5. Thick sowing is wasteful and 
an open invitation to trouble, un- 
less you are prepared to “prick ofl” 
(transplant) as soon as the seed- 
lings show the second pair of 
leaves, regardless of their small- 
ness. When overcrowded, seedlings 
tend to draw upward; they are 
soft and with moisture constantly 
around them, damping-off fungus 
can get to work. 

G6. Sterilization of the soil by 
means of steaming it over a vessel 
of boiling water for thirty to sixty 
minutes or soaking it with boiling 
water are two methods that destroy 
soil germs. Or the soil may be 
soaked with formaldehyde solution, 
one part to fifty parts of water or 
by the dry method of treating it 


| with tear gas. The latter is only 


suitable for treating large amounts 
of soil, and it requires a closed 
box outdoors, one pint of the gas 
being enough for one yard of soil. 
This treatment and also the for- 
maldehyde treatment should never 
be done indoors nor where the 
fumes may reach growing plants. 
Both chemicals are certain death 
to plants. The soil after treatment 
should not be used for ten days, 
and it should be well stirred sevy- 
eral times. Soil steamed or treated 
with hot water must not be used 
until dried out sufficiently. Treat- 
ing the seed directly with prepared 
disinfectants may be helpful. 

7. While seeds readily germinate 
in a shaded, warm place, the seed- 
lings once through the soil must 
have ample, even light and a mod-

y° can buy, for very little money, an upholstered chair, stuffed 
with excelsior and covered in cheap fabric. More money will get 
you something better—coil springs, kapok stuffing. Pay even more, 
and you get even more springs, down cushions, higher grade fabric. 
It’s easy to see, in measurable qualities and quantities, how tangible 
value progresses as price ascends. But this happens only up to a 
certain point. 

Eventually you reach a point, as you pay more, when no more 
tangible, physical value can be added, when no more quantitative 
assets, in workmanship or materials, can be added. From then on, 
what can more money buy? For you can spend more money and 
not be gypped, either. 

At this point value passes from tangible to the intangible. As the 
“law of diminishing returns” begins to operate, value becomes harder 
to define, but none the less real. Perhaps [ should put it this way: 
after you have reached the saturation point on both quantity and 
quality, more money buys more aesthetic perfection. Perfection is 
something bigger than fine quality. It is described by such words as 
“one-of-a-kind,” “fine art,” “rare,” “custom-designed,” “custom- 
made.” These are qualities which, if you haven't the money to afford 
them, may not be worth the price—for you. When all is said and done, 
value is a strictly personal matter. The higher the price of home 
furnishings, the more personal is their value. Only you can decide.

This living room, the least expensive of the four, represents an expenditure 
of $1,000. It’s a complete room, as far as utility, convenience, and practicality 
go. There’s adequate seating and table space, enough lamps. The basic pieces 
are good—several rungs up the ladder of quality. 

Yet a choice of values has had to be made, as is inevitable when your 
funds are limited. There is no carpet, and two of the chairs are painted 
wood—costing $25 each—rather out of line with a $129 sofa and barrel 
chairs at $154 a pair.

lhe two vases pictured above present a problem in 
analysis, with good taste the final criterion. If you 
remember that good taste is a sense of the fitness of 
things, then our dissection of these two pieces will have 
validity. And similarly, you will be able to judge for 
yourself the essential fineness of future purchases. 

First of all, look at the shape of the bad example. It is 
tortured. The potential beauty of the base material has 
been destroyed by a desire for “something different.’ 
Superfluity of design has made it a curiosity. 

On the other hand, our classic form has been handed 
down through many civilizations, many centuries, and 
has become a basic shape in our arts and sciences. The 


very fact that its design has withstood all the taste changes 
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INSTEAD of this one 


since early Chinese culture explains why we recognize 
it now with a sure knowledge of its worth. 

Back again to our curiosity, we find it guilty of the 
unpardonable in design. It has betrayed good taste by 
not serving the function for which it was created. It is 
meant to hold flowers, but no bouquet arranged in its 
pointless funnels could achieve beauty. By abandoning 
itself to curlicues and a lack of reticence in line, it is 
like a badly dressed woman who loads herself with a 
superstructure of ornamentation. 

But the stark, clean lines of the basic shape, pure 
as a gull’s flight, embody the spirit of functionalism. 





It is a vase that fulfills its reason for being—a perfect 
container for flower arrangements, 

Next there is the question of texture. And again the 
bad example offends. There is a lifeless quality about 
the finish of the poor vase. The crackle finish, however, 
of the good vase is ageless in its origin. It, too, derives 
from early Chinese civilization, comes to us strong with 
the approval of centuries. 

It would seem, then, that with so unfavorable an 
analysis the bad vase and all its cousins would vanish 
from cur markets. But, unfortunately, there are still those 
indefatigable shoppers who must buy them, bad taste 
and all, for the person “who has everything” or who 


wouldn’t like good design “because it’s so plain!”

f you use your own ideas of comfort as a 

guide, you'll know better how to take care of 
house plants. Failure to grow house plants well 
is never a matter of luck. It is choosing the 
right plants—then applying common sense. 

For example, like you, house plants abhor 
wet feet. They detest having to sleep in a hot 
room. They become limp and lazy when over- 
fed or when they drink too much. Excess in 
any direction leads to a weakening of their 
constitutions and consequently to ills and ail- 
ments. Most of our good house plants are 


subtropical in origin, but they are subject 
nonetheless to cool night temperatures and occa- 
sional periods of drought. They are primarily 
foliage plants (for seasonal bloom, see list al 
end of article). . 

The southeast window pictured opposite con- 
tains a sensible selection of good, durable 
house plants. Well spaced, they will remain 
healthy and handsome through the season with 
a minimum of proper care. For their names, 
see below.

You'll see shal- 
lower shades and fixtures because there 
will be circular and rectangular tubes, 
as well as the familiar round bulbs. 
Plastic will be widely used for shadings 
of both fixtures and portable lamps. 
Youll use light more and more as a 
decorative tool, as well as a seeing tool. 

This sounds like an expensive order. 
But you won't have to scrap your pres- 
ent lighting system to enjoy postwar 
lighting practices. You can simply add 
to what you already have, depending 


on your needs, activities, tastes, income. 


ut your wiring must be sufficient to 
handle the extra demands you put 
on it. So be sure that you have enough 
circuits to take care of the extra lighting 
load.

day-dream about a $15,000 house when he rightfully 
should spend only $5,000? Nobody! House planning (be- 
fore you get the bids) is super-colossal day-dreaming that 
can outrank Hellywood’s wildest efforts. And good fun it is, 
too, especially if you preserve some dreams in the finished 
product. And it certainly helps you get a better house. 

The bigger-than-usual five-room house on these pages is 
such a house. The owners, Mr. and Mrs. Sydney Stroud, of 
Brentwood, West Los Angeles, had been talking “house” 
with their architect friend, Charles MacNeiledge, for a long 
time. But before they got around to action, the $6,000 ceil- 
ing lid was clamped on. They still had to have the house of 
‘their dreams, but the government was going to see to it that 
it didn’t cost more than $6,000. They wanted an English cot- 
tage type of home, “beamy rooms and the warmth of dark 
wood.” Rooms, though limited in number, were not to ‘be 
limited in size. Each of the three bedrooms was to be also a 
sitting room. The “dining room” was to be at one end of 
the big living room. There were to be closets galore and a 
pleasant place to eat in the kitchen. 

And so it all came to pass, as you can see from the plan 
below.

When we say a house is “in seale’ we mean it is 
correctly proportioned—each part to the whole 
and each part to other parts. Scale also means 


relationship te site, the materials and purpose 


oo who owns a house wants it to be beautiful. We 
want it to be beautiful in our own eyes, as well as in the 
eyes of the world. So even if your own architectural tastes 
are not now too critical, you want a house that is well 
enough designed to win the approval of your critical friends 
and your own expanding future tastes. 

Good scale, in architectural designing, is probably the 
biggest element in beauty. Good scale means “in balance,” 
and “in proportion.” It applies to all the parts of the design 
as they relate to the whole house. And it also applies to the 
way the house relates to the site and surroundings. Scale 
even extends to such intangibles as the suitability of the 
house to its purpose. 

You can never develop a sense of scale unless you can 
see a house as a whole, or unless you can see its component 
parts (such as doors, windows, roof lines, etc.) in relation 
to the whole. An appreciation of scale means understanding 
all four aspects set forth in the column to the right. Demand 
all four in the house you buy or build.

twist of the shade. Promised, too, 
are a range of pastel-tinted fluo- 
rescent tubes which will make 
seasonal lighting a reality. Youll 
change your lights as you do 
fabrics and furnishings now: cool 
tones for summer; warm, rosy 
shades to give the illusion of 
warmth in winter. 

Yowll harness the rays of ultra 
violet to reduce the spread of in- 
fection right in your own home. For 
manufacturers have perfected ger- 
micidal lamps equipped with ultra 
violet tubes which destroy air-borne 
bacteria. These lamps have already 
proved their value in schools, res- 
taurants, public auditoriums. After 
the war a cabinet for the sterile 
storage of babies’ bottles and equip- 
ment will be available and babies 
will breathe disinfected air in the 
nursery. 

The home germ-killing lamp is 
a horizontal unit which sends up a 
dull blue glow. It’s as easy to 
install as a pin-up lamp, and can 
be plugged into any wall outlet. 
But it’s definitely bad news to 





germs. For natural air currents 
lift the bacteria into the range of 
the lamp’s ray. One lamp will keep 
a room 200 sq. ft. in area germ- 
free. Although the lamps are sur- 
face-mounted, some experts believe 
that future home builders may de- 
sign a special niche to recess the 
lamp. But paint it to match your 
wall color, and you can make it 
inconspicuous now. 

The germicidal lamps can be 
installed in air conditioning § sys- 
tems as a further aid to reducing 
cross infection. For the germ-filled 
air coming from a sick room would 
be sterilized before it was recircu- 
lated. Several refrigerator manu- 
facturers are planning to include 
small versions of the lamps 
in household refrigerators. 

But even the family who feel 
they cannot spend a _ cent to 
change their lighting can_ still 
improve what they have by the 
judicious use of color! Scores of 
war plants are proving this daily. 
For many of them have introduced 
a “three-dimens:onal” color system 
which eliminates dark colors and 
substitutes varying tints of light

futility of trying to force one source 
—real estate—to carry too heavy 
a burden and to enlarge its respon- 
sibility as well. The path to re- 
duced housing costs is surely not 
along a blind continuance of taxing 
policy that met the pace of the 
last century.

bility. This requires education to a 
profound degree.

and now want to know more about 
this particular piece. In books you 
can find out what people who have 
analyzed the work think about it. 
Through books, you can trace from 
where come the marvels of con- 
struction and thought which make 
a masterpiece. Books can also in- 
troduce you to the man who wrote 
the music. His works live inde- 
pendent of his life; yet it is inter- 
esting to know what the composer’s 
life was like, what his troubles 
were, how his contemporaries re- 
garded him. Though music is the 
most absolute of arts and the most 
timeless, still it is, of course, not 
written in a vacuum. 


AM prompted to tell you this by 

the appearance of two new and 
good books about music. One goes 
by the intriguing title, “Music for 
the Man Who Enjoys Hamlet,” and 
is written by B. H. Haggin. Mr. 
Haggin supposes that you are an 
intelligent person, which most 
writers on music appreciation do 
not. He thinks he does not need to 
put his thoughts into the language 
of a comic strip or a recipe. He be- 
lieves that you have read and en- 
joyed Hamlet, and he wonders why, 
though you were capable of ap- 
preciating that great and introspec- 
tive play, you are not capable of 
appreciating a Beethoven sonata. 
Is it because you are unfamiliar 
with the language of Beethoven, 
while you have known Shake- 
speare’s language from infancy? 

So he takes a record of Beetho- 
ven’s Sonata Opus 111, and step by 
step he takes you through it, asks 
you to listen to it, and tries to point 
the “language” out to you; he 
guides you to “those things that 
at first you would not see for your- 
self.” Mr. Haggin really agrees 
with me that “the way—the only 
way —to understand Beethoven’s 
or Schubert’s sonata movement is 
to listen to it.”” Thus, while this is 
a book on music appreciation, it is 
really more of a running commen- 
tary on the music; it is a new kind 
of pony. Mr. Haggin does not stop, 
of course, with the Beethoven sona- 
ta, but goes on to such music as 
the wonderful Brahms Variations 
on a Theme by Haydn, Haydn’s 
Symphony No. 104, a Schubert 
symphony, The Marriage of Figaro,

HE much-maligned general ad

The tax is 
NOT uniform, as it is supposed to 
be; it is not general, as its name 
implies; it is not based on actual 
value. Nevertheless, it brings in 
money, and cities, of course, need 
the money. 

If home owners and tenants are 
to achieve reduction in property 
taxes, there must be a sweeping 
change in the method of taxing 
property, plus a means of supple- 
menting the municipal income. It is 
not,enough to accomplish one alone. 
They must go hand in hand.

The other problems of buying 
are personal ones. A house is an 
obligation as well as a home; and 
the home can be fully enjoyed only 
when the obligation is not improp- 
erly assumed. Since the obligation 
of a house, once taken on, cannot 
be dodged, it is well to be sure at 
the outset that you are absolutely 


ready for it. 


NUSUAL pressure to buy may be

be tired of the

put up with. Builders, dealers, and 


most likely lenders, too, will be 
directly or indirectly urging you 
to buy or build. Money will be as 
easy to borrow and interest and 
amortization rates and down pay- 
ments will, at most, be no less 
liberal than before the war.

well have come to the conclusion that the quality of your 

life will be greatly altered a few years after V-Day The 

postwar era is pictured as a kind of “never never’ land, 

a brand new kind of Utopia with a helicopter in every 
garage and an electric eye on every door. 

Now we, of the staff of House BEAUTIFUL, are as much in love 
with the future as the most dewy-eyed dreamer. But the knowl- 
edge that you and at least a half-million other people consider us 
your reliable advisers, to be counted on year after year to steer 
you to the good, the important, the sound, and the true, is a grave 
responsibility. So we have been putting the postwar promises under 
a microscope. For the last 18 months our staff has been organized 
inte 18 committees, each responsible for researching the technical 
probabilities and possibilities of 52 different classifications of man- 
ufacturing and living.

morrow’s plane today. (For I flew only 
with my hands, on a wheel, as in an 
automobile, instead of with a stick and 
rudder. ) 

Needless to say, I went. And I “soloed” 
(flew alone) after five hours of instruc- 
tion. And before you get the idea that 
maybe I am a born pilot, I must tell you 
that is about average for this type of 
plane. And what it proves is not any- 
thing about me as a flyer. Rather, it 
proves something about the postwar type 
of plane that will affect your life. For 
you, too, could learn enough to “solo” 
after five or six hours—if you learn in 


a spin-proof, two-control plane. 


Ne you may hear some old-time pilots 
1 pooh-pooh the spin-proof principle, 
likely to be so characteristic of the 


postwar family plane. Why? Goodness 





knows why, for you’d think they'd all 
be anxious to live to be the oldest living 
flyer. (I know J am aiming to be!) And 
spins cause 51 per cent of the fatal air 
accidents to the private flyer, according 
to the Civil Aeronautics Administration 
which watches such matters like a hawk. 
The old-timers’ stern insistence that we 
must all learn to fly the hard way (and 
the dangerous way) looks to me like the 
adage that “misery loves company.” 
Maybe the spin-proof plane isn’t so 
highly maneuverable as the prewar 
plane. But in the plane I trained in I 
did chandelles, lazy 8’s, and steep turns 
approaching the vertical. And_ that’s 
quite enough maneuverability for me. 
Any show-off tendencies I may have can 
be better dissipated during my life on 
the ground, I figure. And anyway, since 
I am not a teen-age boy, or a dare-devil 


man, I regard a plane primarily as a 
means of efficient

I am afraid we all have a lot of things 
to unlearn about flying, mostly because 
of the war. We have been impressed by 
how long the Army took to train a com- 
bat pilot. And we read those startling 
figures about how the Air Force has 
lost more planes here at home than over- 
seas in combat. And it has begun to 
seem, to a lot of folks, that we’re a long 
way from mastering the air—that maybe 
we'd better let the other fellow take the 
chances for a few more years. 


| what we have overlooked (and the 
aviation industry has been so busy 
elsewhere they've neglected to point it 
out) is that military planes are a very 


different kettle of fish from private 





planes. The very fact they are to be used 
in combat means they have many char- 
acteristics not needed at all in personal, 
private planes. Such characteristics (high 
horsepower, armament, weight, speed) 
make them hard to manage. A plane 
having these characteristics is referred 
to by pilots as being “hot.” A “hot” 
plane is, therefore, a dangerous plane, 
if for no other reason than its very high 
landing speed and take-off speed. Con- 
sequently, learning to fly a “hot” plane 
is many times harder, more hazardous, 
and requires more training than learn- 
ing to fly a personal plane of the post- 
war type. They are about as similar as 
learning to drive a Ford and learning 
to race a racing car. 

So the first thing J learned, from my 
flying experience, is the rather startling 
fact that personal flying, up to and in- 
cluding the war, is very different from 
what you may expect for your own pri- 
vate consumption after the war. Small 
plane manufacturers are dedicated to 
taking all the risks out of their designs, 
and to creating a family plane that can 
be as useful in everyday life as the 
automobile. 


lease note carefully those words, “use- 

ful in everyday life.’ For my interest, 
as the Editor of HousE BEAUTIFUL, was 
strictly to evaluate flying as a thing to 
improve the quality of your future every- 
day life. For, though flying is fun and a 
wonderful hobby, and though it gives 
you a wonderfully high-and-mighty feel- 
ing that is more exhilarating than any 
other sport, it will have to be really 
useful before many of us will want to 
spend the necessary money to incorpo- 
rate it into our lives.

An aviation expert tells you how you can 


make personal flying a pleasant, agreeable 


part of your life—even if your municipality 


hasn’t become aware that the Air Age is here 


By Stephen W. Tyler 


f{ you are to fly your own plane three, five, 

or ten years from now (and lots of sound 
prophets feel sure you will), you need to do 
certain things about it now. Even though 
you've never yet had an hour of flying in- 
struction, you need to know what your wants 
and concerns of five years from now will be. 

For isn’t it true that, if we had foreseen 
the automobile age, we would have done a 
better job of planning our cities and laying 
out our highways and roads? If we had 
known that there would be one automobile 
for every four persons, we would not now be 
cursed with such ev:ls as the Sunday after- 
noon bottleneck, tiring stop-and-go driving, 
and our shocking national accident statistics. 

There are enough parailels between per- 
sonal flying and automobile driving to help 
us avoid the mistakes we made when we 
planned for surface transportation. And you 
don’t need to be a crystal gazer to know 
what you ought to be doing, even during the 
war, about your flying future. So that you 
won't have cause to be sorry ten years from 
now, when you will be a plane owner and 
will be using it as you use the automobile 
today, you ought to be doing these things 
now: 

You need to be doing something, as a 
citizen, about the ground facilities for small 
planes. The aviation industry has already 
created for you a safle, family plane. But it 
will be of no use to you if you can’t land it 
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near your home, in pleasant surroundings. 
and if its use doesn’t bring you in contact 
with congenial friends. While plane manu- 
facturers are working on ways and means to 
bring down the cost of planes, you need to 
be working on the ways and means to pro- 
vide the right kind of ground facilities. For 
unless they exist, your plane will be merely 
a hobby and a sport, and not the daily con- 
venience it can be. 

Here’s what you need to know. You, the 
private flyer, will fly from ground facilities 
called Airparks. (Airports will be used only 
by big commercial airlines, and small planes 
won't be encouraged or allowed to land 
there.) Airparks will be nicely landscaped 
areas, with turf runways, green shrubs and 
low trees, with artistic fences and gates, built 
to service several hundred small plane own- 
ers. You will leave your own plane in your 
own hangar at-such an Airpark, much as 
the apartment house dweller leaves his car 
at a nearby garage. The Airpark will offer 
service similar to that of a garage, enabling 
you to phone before you leave your house, 
so that the attendant will get your plane out 
of your hangar, fill it with gas and oil,.and 
have it standing on the taxi strip ready for 
you to get in and take off. You will drive 
your car over to the Airpark, which shouldn't 
be farther away than five or ten minutes by 
foot or car, and you will park your car in 
your own hangar. (Continued on page 58) 
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Here is a private Airpark and Sky Club that could be typical of what 
Mr. Tyler is talking about. It covers 74 acres, and would serve around 
250 plane-owner members. It would operate like a country club or 
yacht club. Dues would entitle members to use of the field, its serv- 
ices, and the club house. In addition, there would be a monthly hangar 
rental, which might be around $20 a month. (See page 1!12 for full 


data on this.) The club house is so placed in the Airpark plan that 
its "Sky Room,"' shown on the next page, would be a fine vantage 
point from which to watch your friends take otf and land, and the 
perfect spot to do your “hangar flying'—that verbal sport so dear 
to amateur pilots. Immediately above is a street view of the land- 
scaped hangars. Left, a plan of the fireproof, four-plane hangars

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ou ll want an Airpark in your own neigh- 

borhood, just as you want a shopping cen- 
ter. Because the small family plane of the 
future will be quiet, Airparks are not to be 
confused with noisy commercial airports, 
which have been pushed off into industrial 
areas. You'll want the Airpark to be well 
designed, well landscaped, and well main- 
tained. As a taxpayer, you'll want to keep 
your eye on such developments if the Air- 
parks in your town are to be municipally 
owned, 

But an Airpark can be privately owned. 
And we foresee that, within five or ten years 
after the war, there will be “sky clubs,” 
similar in operation to golf clubs, whose 
main function will be to provide Airpark 
facilities to their plane-owner members. Such 
clubs will offer runways, hangars, engine 
maintenance, and weather information, plus 
the fun and recreation of a club house where 
you meet your friends socially, and where 
you can indulge in that popular indoor 
sport known as “hangar flying,” so dear to 
amateur flyers. For if there is one thing 
that’s truly fun about flying, it's talking 
about it. 

On these three pages you see the plans 
for a private Airpark club, as designed by 
Landscape Architect Janet Darling. An Air- 
park such as this would require 74 acres, 
and could serve 252 plane owners in vir- 
tually every respect of their flying life. 
Actually, the plan, without the clubhouse,

ow would you like to live in a house where the’ uphol- 
stery fabrics are clear, light colors, yet always bright 
and always clean? Where the curtains never droop or 
fade or “melt away’? Where moths find the rugs 


inedible? Where blankets refuse to shrink? Where the 


draperies can't go up in flames? Where the shower curtains 
won't mildew? Well, you'll live to see it. 

It sounds like the practical kind of housekeeping Utopia 
any woman would settle for. But better than that, it’s one 
postwar promise you can depend upon—if you are up-and- 
coming enough to demand such things—when we’ve got 
squared around after the war. For the amazing new fabric 
technologies can make this sort of work-free home a reality. 

Fabrics are undoubtedly going to change the appearance 
of the rooms you live, work, and play in. But don’t expect 
any fantastic, Man-from-Mars stuff. Even though you will 
see some new and different fabrics, weaves and textures, 
for the most part, are going to look pretty familiar to you. 
But there’s every indication that the promised freedom 
from our slavery to dirt and deterioration will produce a 
color revolution in our lives. For the first time in history 
it will be perfectly sound, sane, and sensible to indulge 
your taste for the delicate pastels and the light, vivid, sunny 
colors you used to pass up reluctantly as impractical. 
Within a few years after V-Day, you'll be able to buy 
fabrics only because you like them, and not because you 
have to be practical and sensible. For a great many will be 
immune to ordinary wear and tear, resistant to soil and 
dust, and easy to clean. 

The removal of color inhibitions will, House BEAUTIFUL 
predicts, have far-reaching effects in changing the face 
of America. As magazine editors who travel the whole 
country, we are aware already of the differences in color 
tastes between the residents of soft-coal-burning cities and 
the inhabitants of mild climates like Florida and Cali- 
fornia. In fact, our Editor, Elizabeth Gordon, thinks she 
could tell what American city she was in simply by looking 
at the fabric departments in the department stores.

cleanliness of the air of that city. So you can imagine what 
an impact freedom-from-grime will have on the colors in 
our homes. 

Fabrics by and large will be lighter in weight and, by a 
pleasant paradox, less affected by abrasive wear and tear 
than many of the heavy toughies that are in your home 
right now. The old problem of soot, grime, and gas fading 
in smoky cities will meet its match in fabrics so composed 
that dirt will be easily removed from their surfaces, so 
dyed or chemically treated that gas fumes will no longer 
fade out blue dyes or combinations of blue or pastels, as 
they once did in certain rayons. And, in anticipation of the 
day when new houses everywhere will, through broad 
expanses of window areas, use the heat of the winter sun 
as a daytime auxiliary for their heating plants, textile 
chemists have foreseen that home furnishings fabrics must 
be able to stand up against prolonged exposure to the 
powerful infra-red rays of the sun without fading or dis- 
integrating. Consequently, dyes will be faster to sunlight 
than they've ever been before, often actually incorporated 
into the very fiber. 


ll of this adds up to prettier, brighter, less serviceable- 

looking houses for everyone, and less housecleaning. 
The fabrics that will make this possible are going to be 
legion. We shall see the natural fibers (our old friends— 
cotton, wool, linen, and silk) treated for increased wear- 
ability. Cottons will be given stabilizing finishes to enhance 
their appearance, drape, and feel, and to give them a last- 
ingly firmer body wherever it is desirable. Organdies and 
cotton marquisette window curtains will retain crispness, 
sheerness, and shape throughout many launderings, thanks 
to the same finishes that have been around since before 
the war. They will tend to shed dust, too. Chintzes will 
have durable glazes, just as they had before the war, but 
in varying degrees of crispness. We’ve already seen some 
that were soft as satin. Very hkely glazes will appear on 
heavier fabrics, too, such as the twills. This means that

he Herbert H. Hiestands, of W. Los Angeles, didn’t 

want the usual dining furniture cluttering space 
between meals. So in remodeling their home they gave 
up what had been a dining room to gain one really big 
room. And they meant to keep it spacious. First, the 
Hiestands found a table—an Early American sawbuck 
—that didn’t scream “dining” every time they looked 
at it. It had a book trough, which gave them an ex- 
citing idea. Why not make it double as a reading table 
between meals—make an asset of what had seemed a 
liability?

@ Wormley’s outstanding characteristic is his 
ability to design modern furniture that fits 
into period homes, and period furniture with 
a modern cast to it. He probably moves with 
greater assurance among both modern and 
period traditions than any other living furni- 
ture. designer. He changes fine originals only 
where the exigencies of machine reproduction 
require it or where present-day living needs 
urge it. On the other hand, his completely 
modern designs uniformly reflect a_ real 
knowledge of the best elements of our heri- 
tage from the past. 

He has designed every type and kind of 
furniture and certainly is one of America’s 
most widely Although 
Wormley might understandably grumble at 
this, the world at large can’t, for his influence 


copied designers. 


on plagiarists has, indeed, been sound. 
Wormley drifted into furniture designing 
from the field of interior decoration. This 
background is one of his strongest assets as 
a designer, for everything he does reflects an 
awareness of the fact that furniture must be 
easily integrated into a room scheme. Con- 
siderations of space, light, room traflic, and 
the other belongings of the typical home, con- 
sequently, influence his work. Wormley is es- 
sentially a modernist and not a designer or 
an adaptor of period furniture. In this respect 
he is his own severest critic and is constantly 
restless because he has never designed a single 
piece that represents a completely new form, 
so he bends a knee before such engineered 
solutions as the laminated chair of Aalto’s 
or the cantilevered metal chair of Breuer’s. 
Though Wormley’s great skill lies in the man- 
ner in which he has observed the orthodox 
rules about proportion and details, he has, 
nevertheless, evolved a species of furniture 
which is definitely of the twentieth and not 
the eighteenth century. Aalto’s or Breuer’s 
work may be more revolutionary, but its ac- 
ceptance requires a specific modern architec- 
ture and, generally, an emancipated intellect. 
Wormley’s consciousness of the nature of the 
typical American home makes it impossible 
for him to undertake an abrupt break with 


the past. If a broad new wave of modernism 
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should sweep over our residential architec- 
ture, Wormley will undoubtedly change his 
style somewhat. It is questionable, though, if 
he will ever become a spokesman for that 
type of design sometimes called “clinical mod- 
ern.” ‘He refuses to confuse hygienics with 
esthetics and insists that “form follows func- 
tion” in the fullest sense of that term: once 
the function has been taken care of, he begins 
to see if the form satisfies him. Thus the naked 
silhouette, in Wormley’s hands, may get mold- 
ings, bevelings, or other details which make 
for a play of contrasting planes and expose 
the full beauty of the woods. In employing 
such design elements, he turns his back on 
the crusade for streamlining everything. Yet 
Wormley’s work, though palatable to those 
with traditional tastes, is trim, tailored, com- 
pact, and convincingly modern. What it may 
lack in dynamics or rooted originality, it 
makes up for by its intrinsic good taste and 
ready usability. 

Wormley’s personal tastes range from an 
admiration of Picasso, whom he regards as 
the greatest artist of the day, to a reverence 
for Freud, whom he regards as the greatest 
man of the century. He also enjoys the ballet, 
collects “hot” records, and likes to sleep late. 
He rarely finishes a book, although he is usu- 
ally immersed in several at a time. Short, 
stocky, scrappy, and sardonic, he is quick to 
debunk and quick to pay tribute. He is not in- 
terested in mechanics, responds to fine work- 
manship, and frowns on abuses in designs 


which treat wood as though it were metal. 


es has, in the past, worked with equal 
equanimity in period and modern styles, but 
he plans from here on to devote himself almost 
exclusively to modern. He has just opened his 
own designing studios in New York, after 
serving for more than two years in the unusual 
role of Chief of the Furniture Unit of OPA.

An American designer who 
is still in his early thirties, he stands now just 
on the threshold of his fullest fruition. 
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Not what you paid for it—not what you can 
sell it for—but what the assessor says 


it’s worth—-when it comes to paying taxes! — 


f someone were to ask you point-blank how much your house 

is worth, would you know? Perhaps you’d say glibly, 
“$8,000” or “$20,000,” or whatever you paid for your house 
in the first place. You might even add to it the money you 
have spent to maintain or improve the property: the new bath- 
room, the re-roofing job, the shutters you acquired six years 
ago. And you'd be wrong. For many things may have hap- 
pened to your house and its surroundings since then—things 
which have altered its value as much as the money you've spent 
on it. The new highway was built, moving the traffic away from 
your door. That’s a plus for your house. A factory went up 
just over the hill. That’s a minus for residential valuation. 
And all through the years in which you have lived in your 
house, the process of physical depreciation has gone on, lower- 
ing the market price of your still-fine home a little, just a little, 
each year until, theoretically, at the end of enough years it is 
worth only half or even a quarter of what you paid for it. 

But, if you are an average homeowner, you probably have 
not taken the trouble to figure out for yourself precisely what 
values have been added or lost since the day you bought it. 
Someone has been doing that for you, however. Every year. 
Every two years. Or every four or five. Somebody who repre- 
sents a body which is terrifically interested in the value of 
your house, though not for the same reasons as you. That some- 
body is your local assessor, the man whose job it is to de- 
termine the valuation of your property. The assessor’s valuation 
may be way below sales price—or far above—but this figure 
makes up the “tax base” on which local property taxes are 
levied each year. 

What the assessor says your house and lot are worth is of 
primary importance to your local government. As much as 94% 
of all locally collected taxes are raised by billing property, 
owners on the basis of the assessed value of their holdings. 
It is a sorry fact that assessors’ estimates for tax purposes 
may be too high or too low, depending upon local circum- 
stances, without causing the slightest ripple of action on the 
part of the people who pay the tax bills. 

If we are to help build a world of Better Tomorrows for 
our young men and women now fighting abroad, we must take a 
more active interest in all phases of local government, chief 
among them the question of taxation. Few of us question the 
size of our contributions to the cost of the war, knowing we 
must pay for our victory in dollars as well as lives. More of 
us look askance at those local tax bills which do not seem like 
direct payments for the peace to which we now are hearing the 
prelude. Yet how many of us are willing to attack, head-on, 
the problem of financing local government so that it may 
increase its services to us and our returning service men, 
while spreading the cost of improve- (Continued on page 99)

1. Quality stock won out, 3 
to 2, as the most important sin- 
gle factor in achieving success 
with roses. Assuming this first 
factor, all the others (and more, 
too) stressed by the experts are 
suggested in the “spring-to- 
summer” drawing below. 

2. Regular spraying was ruled 
next in importance by the whole 
group and by the Club rosarians 
and professionals as separate 
groups. “Whether the plants 
seem to need it or not” was a 
frequent qualification. 

3. Moisture was placed third 
as an important factor, with 
“enough” usually prefixed and 
“properly controlled” or “even 
supply” often included. 

4. Drainage was listed as Vi- 
tal Factor #4. And clearly it 
was good drainage that was in- 
dicated. Roses, the wise growers 
know, do not like and will not 
long tolerate “wet feet,” though 
they relish plenty of water. 


5. Good soil would sum up 
the qualification for success 
ranked sixth. This includes, spe- 
cifically, a deeply dug bed, a 
fertile bed, above all a soil 
rich in humus—whether peat, 
compost, or manure. 
6. Proper feeding was in a 
virtual tie with good soil and 
drainage. One professional and 
two amateurs warned against 
summer feeding, several against 
excessive feeding at any time. 
7. Summer mulching was the 
only remaining factor receiving 
a substantial and catalogable 
vote. Mulching materials were 
not named—a sure indication 
that the fact of a mulch, to 
conserve moisture, keep roots 
cool, retard weeds, was more 
important than the means. 
Other factors, all obviously 
important: proper pruning, good 
planting, plenty of sunlight, 
and, with two votes as most im- 
portant—‘‘love of roses.”

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It's 40 feet from your dining room and 
side living room windows to your neighbor's 
house—20 feet to your lot line. So plant 
a tall evergreen hedge (to eye level from 
the room). Flower borders catch plenty of 
sun. Pines and slender cedars, providing 
noon shadows, complete the "view for living” 


You don’t need acreage to prevent your horizon from 
featuring the house next door. A hedge, a fence, a few 
trees strategically placed will give you real privacy and 


a handsome view all your own—even on a narrow lot 


Jo matter how much you like your neighbors, nor how good-looking their 
Nees you don’t want to see them all the time, even through the living room 
windows. Privacy is one of the chief ends of home ownership—not only the 
right to live your own way but to do so without either being under observation 
by the rest of the world or having to watch the rest of the world yourself. Unfor- 
tunately, the usual suburban lot on which most of us live has far too global 
an outlook, especially at the side of a narrow lot. 

The simplest answer, of course, is to erect a narrow barrier between you and 
your neighbor, or that sand pit or vacant lot. But just any old barrier could be 
as depressing to you as to him, might cut off your own precious sunlight. Here 
is a better way, or rather, three ways, based on the same lot with varying orienta- 
tions. Plan a barrier, yes, but so design it that it will not be offensive from the 
wrong side, and will be a real pleasure to look at from the right (your) side. 
Then go a step farther and make your barrier so pleasant, “furnish” it so well, 
that you'll want to live in it as well as sit indoors and just look at it. 






































While the garden opposite sugg2sts no archi- 
tectural tradition, that above is definite- 
ly Modern. For awkward problem of the 
north window it is ideal. Curved masonry 
wall reflects light into room. Plants or flow- 
ering vines can be placed to catch the 
sun.

The perfect house consists of more than 
adequate living space in a mere physi- 
eal structure. Be guided by these other 


considerations. before you buy or build

he house you want is more than the problems in 
arithmetic that have been discussed in previous 
articles of this series. It is a very substantial physical 
object, and every feature of it has some bearing upon 


your personal happiness and financial security. 


What are the main things to look for— 
and to look out for? We can take them in 
the same order as if we were approaching 
the house: a view of the neighborhood, an 
inspection of the lot and the relationship 
of the adjoining houses to your own, and 
finally a check of the house itself. 

It is impossible to say too much about 
the importance of the neighborhood. About 350 years 
ago, Bacon put it this way: “He that builds a fair 
house upon an ill seat committeth himself 
to prison.” We might today word it a little 
differently: “If you pick the wrong lot in 
the wrong neighborhood, you're really 
stuck.” But the meaning hasn’t changed 





over a gap of centuries. 

















More than any one other feature, a well 
laid out, consistently developed, carefully 
maintained neighborhood will contribute to 
the lasting value of your individual property. On the 
other hand, in a neighborhood that is on the down- 
grade, nothing that you yourself can do will preserve 
your investment. 

So when you come to buy, look first at the surround- 


ing district; and when you have found a lot or a house 


you like, check the district again. Notice the distance 
to shops, schools, church, and transportation, and 
weigh the inconvenience to which you may be put if 
these and other community facilities are too remote. 
Notice the character of the houses to make sure they 
are in keeping with the one you propose to build or 
buy. If the neighborhood is old, notice whether or not 
the houses and grounds are being well kept up. Learn 
if you can something about the families near where 
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you would be living, for they are certainly as impor- 
tant to you as the houses. 

From this you can get some indication that the 
neighborhood is either one in which people feel pride 
and security or one where people are discouraged and 
without interest. You should, however, go beyond these 
surface indicators. For instance, you can learn through 
a visit to the City Hall about any impending street 
widening or transportation extension that might spoil 
your enjoyment of the property. You can find out also 
whether the neighborhood has zoning or deed restric- 
tions that would prevent the building of shops, apart- 
ments, factories, or other structures incompatible with 
a neighborhood of homes. If such legal protection is 
absent, the fate of the neighborhood is likely to be a 
dangerous gamble no matter how well things may look 
on the surface. 

If you are satisfied with the surroundings, the next 
thing to be careful about is the way your house stands, 
or will stand, in relation to the houses nearby. There 
is an old New England saying: “Good fences make 
good neighbors.” Applied to houses, this might be 
restated: “You will like your neighbors better if you 
are protected from them.” Your house can hardly be 
your castle if you are constantly aware of 
outsiders and constantly feel they are 
aware of you. 

It isn’t so much the actual space between 
houses that matters as the kind of contact 
between them. A party wall, well insulated, 
between the units of a two-family house 
may give more privacy than a thirty-foot 
separation, between detached houses if your 
windows are opposite your neighbor’s. Avoid such pos- 
sible sources of annoyance as a common driveway or a 
shared garage. And if you find that your 
bedroom windows will be directly over 
your neighbor’s porch, think what his late 
parties may do to your summer’s sleep, and 
seek some other arrangement. 

We are now ready to consider the house 
itself. This article is not the place to 
attempt even to outline the canons of good 
taste, to describe either a good design or a good plan, 
or to identify the earmarks of sound construction. That 
is what the rest of House BEAUTIFUL is for, and wide 
reading of this sort is one of the best ways of learning 
both what you actually want (Continued on page 123)

growing is not gardening, either aesthetically or practically; 
that growing your own fruits is expensive. 

Here is a plan for a real orchard that will disprove all these 
points. It could take up the rear part of an ordinary small 
suburban lot—take it up, yes, and remake it into a really deco- 
rative as well as productive garden at an absurdly low cost. In 


this small patch you can have all the fruits listed in the panel 
on the next page. That means four var‘eties of dwarf apple trees 
(think of those blossoms in the spring!) , two varieties of dwarf 
pear, two varieties of peach, one fine plum, and the best pie- 
cherry tree there is.

ments fairly among everybody in- 
volved? That means work, steady 
attention to details. It means par- 
ticipation in our local governments. 

Tf we really set out to under- 
stand the fiscal problems of our 
cities, towns, and villages, we could 
rout out the evils of inequitable 
taxation, political waste, and gov- 
ernmental inefficiency. We'd still 
be paying property taxes, of course, 
for if we want those Better Tomor- 
rows, we must pay for them—some- 
how. But by your enlightened in- 
terest, we could see to it that the 
taxes we pay on houses or incomes. 
on purchases or gasoline or lux- 
uries are levied fairly and based 
on (1) our ability to pay and (2) 
for actual benefits to the com- 
munity. 


HE purpose of the general 

property tax is to divide the 
burden of the cost of local govern- 
ment equitably among all those 
who receive the services of that 
government. This means everybody 
should pay for schools, sewage dis- 
posal, police and fire protection. 
according to each family’s ability 
to pay. No one quarrels with that 
objective. But when local practices 
fail to achieve it—either by over- 
valuation of properties, or under- 
valuation by flagrant omissions or 





exemptions—you and I, the aver- 
age citizens of our country, either 
don’t know about it or are too over- 
powered by habitual lethargy to 
do: anything. 

To do anything about property 
tax reform, as was suggested in 
last month’s House BEAUTIFUL (see 
“Property Taxes Are No Sneezing 
Matter,” by Dorothy Rosenman), 
we must know something about the 
way in which our property taxes 
are administered in our own bail- 
iwicks. It is not so hard, for tax 
rolls are public property. Ail that 
is involved is some individual “bon- 
ing-up” on the subject. 

The business of assessment, for 
example, is not clearly understood 
by a majority of us. By and large. 
we accept the decisions of our local 
assessors with resignation, bowing 
to the local custom of too low 
evaluations and high rates, or too 
high valuations and low rates, 
without holding up these practices 
for comparison with certain well- 
defined principles of assessment 
evolved by the best minds in the 
field of real estate tax matters.

extent of maintenance and repairs. 
If these tools were not available, 
they would have to be developed. 
Armed with these, you as an as- 
sessor would go to Elm Road and 
inspect not only the house but all 
neighborhood factors which bear 
on value. You’d make notes of the 
type and condition ef pavements, 
street lights, fire hydrants, traffic 
congestion, distance from schools, 
. churches, transportation. You’d de- 
scribe the house on your standard 


form for the purpose—its size, con- 





dition, construction material—put- 
ting down whether it is a single- 
family dwelling, of brick or shin- 
gles, with 5,000 or 10,000 cubic 
feet of space, the number of utili- 
ties it has, how old it is, etc. 
From all these facts you would 
work out what, in your opinion, 
would be the value of the house, 
brand new. If it actually were not 
a new house, you might have to 
submit a bid to several contrac- 
tors to get the cost of reproducing 
that exact house; then take the 
median deduct for de- 
preciation over the number of years 
the house had been in use. And

what you would come up with 
would still be your opinion of what 
the house is worth now! All ap- 
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praisals are opinions, based 9 
facts, of course. But where yo 
deal with opinions there alwa 
are differences. 


Having arrived at a figure, 
would go down on the assessme 
rolls which, when complete, an} 
open to public inspection. If, the 
the owner of the house—assu 
ing he read the tax rolls at all 
did not like the assessment, 
hands would not be tied. There 
a tax board in every locality, whie 
sits on a certain day or days, b 
fore whom property owners ca 
appear, without legal advisers, 
complain about their assessment 
These boards have the power 
overrule the assessor if, in the 





opinion, his estimate is in error. 


F THE tax board upholds the ¢ 

sessor, there is still another pla¢ 
to which the homeowner can af 
peal, usually a State Tax Commig 
sion, sometimes a Special Boar 
of Appeals such as exists in New 
Jersey, Massachusetts, or the Dig 
trict of Columbia. In some places} 
notably New York and Pennsyl 
vania, the regular courts hear sue 
appeals. 

Now, mind you, even if you we 
perfectly satisfied with the pre 
cedure by which your assessor 4 
rived at a figure of, say, $8,000 fe 
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Jour six-year-old house, you might 
‘ave reason to complain about the 
jize of your tax bill. For assuming 
nat $8,000 really is the price at 
vhich you could sell your house in 
1e open market tomorrow morn- 
ag, your tax bill might be $200 or 

240 or $280 for the year, depend- 
ng upon whether the rate of your 
roperty tax is 214, 3, or 31% per 
ent. 

There is only one thing to re- 
nember about this: don’t blame 
our assessor! He does not fix the 
ax rate; that is done by your local 
egislators, the Assembly or Board 
f Aldermen, or whatever you call 
hem in your city. The assessor’s 
ob is merely to arrive at a fair 
ppraisal of the value, to which 
vill be applied whatever rate has 
veen determined by your repre- 
entative in the city government. 

Most assessors say the majority 
f{ taxpayers are very fair-minded. 
‘hey do not object, by and large. 
o the values placed on their houses 
inless they feel they are being dis- 
riminated against. Nothing rouses 
irs. Smith’s ire so much as having 
ier house valued at $1,000 more 
han Mrs. Jones’s across the street 
‘which is practically the same as 
nine!” That’s characteristic of 
\mericans, to want to be treated 
he same as their neighbors; we 


should be thankful for it since it 
is our insurance, if such there be, 
against discriminatory laws in our 
democracy. Your house may be 
fairly or unfairly assessed. If un- 
fairly, the causes most likely are 
ill-equipped, overworked, under- 
paid, part-time assessors. They are 
maintained partly because the local 
government is satisfied with its 


“take” on the work they do, and | 


partly because you an@I have done 
nothing, as citizens, to indicate to 
the city fathers that we want a 
change. 

In this, as in other problems of 
those Better Tomorrows, it is up to 
us to do something about it. 


WHAT TO DO 


1. Test your own house to see 
if it is fairly assessed. If it isn’t, 
appeal. 

2. Insist that appraisal of prop- 
erties for tax purposes be contin- 
uous, so that changes are reflected 
at once. 

3. Demand well-trained person- 
nel. See that assessors are fairly

How To Test the Justice 


of Your Assessment 


(Answer these questions and you 
will find out whether your house 
is assessed fairly.) 


I. Do you know the market value 
of your house today? 

Theoretically, full market value 
based on what your house wo ad 
sell for if “both buyer and se:ter 
were informed, willing, and the 
seller under no compulsion to sell ” 
is the definition of standard of 
value in most states. One offer of a 
sum for your property does not 
constitute its real market value. 
It must be pretty much the amount 
anyone looking for a house like 
yours wouid offer for it. If you are 
unsure 01 market value, call in an 
appraiser, the man who makes esti- 
mates of value for banks and lend- 
ing institutions. By his specialized 
training and constant work in the 
valuation field, he is competent to 
give an opinion of value which is 
the best that can be rendered. 


2. Is the assessed value of your 
house approximately the same as 
its market value? 

Probably not. Few assessments 
match selling prices. In many 
places, a percentage of full value 
is used as a tax base—say 60 per 
cent. If that

per cent standard, you have a 
grievance. On the other hand, in 
most urban areas assessed values, 
especially of residences, are 100 
per cent or more than the prices 
at which the properties could rea- 
sonably be sold. One of the ills of 
the cities is the over-valuation of 
urban land regardless of the build- 
ings which stand upon it. The more 
you fight for the use of market 
value for assessment purposes, the 
better for you and your community 
in the long run. 


3. Has your assessor been around 
to re-value your house recently? 
Conditions change, sometimes 
rapidly. You may be paying taxes 
on an old valuation which nobody 
bothered to change, even though 
your house has 


value. 


depreciated in 


Your assessor, ideally, 
should reassess every year, taking 
into account neighborhood as well 
as maintenance changes. Even then, 
there would be some lag between 
actuality and the tax records. But 
changes may work for or against 
you, as property appreciates as 
well as depreciates. A property may 
increase in value because the land 
becomes more valuable as a neigh- 
borhood becomes more fashion- 
able; or maybe construction costs 
rise and older buildings are worth 
more because they would cost 
more to reproduce. Your assess- 
ment figure should reflect these 


things. 


4. Is the assessed value of your 
house about the same as that of a 
similar house of the same size in 
a similar neighborhood? 

Even if everybody’s house is as- 
sessed at less than market value, 
if yours is assessed at more than 
your neighbor’s, and is the same 
size, kind, and age house, you have 
a case. You are entitled to the same 
treatment as anyone else in the 
neighborhood, with your house as- 
sessed no higher or lower than 
that of the owner of a comparable 
house.

Normally no house is worth as 
much, used, as it was brand new. 
The years do things to it to lower 
its value. Rates of physical depre- 
ciation have been established by 
many authorities, based on the 
types of building concerned. For 
example, by one such table, 10 per 
cent is allowed for depreciation in 
5 years for a frame residence, 73 
per cent in 60 years. For masonry 
houses, the same table allows 10 
per cent in 5 years and 68 per cent

FTER acquisition of suitable 

land, the next step in construc- 
ion will be the clearing and sur- 
acing.

gestion in large hangars, and care- 
less handling. 

In addition, there would be a 
service hangar 150’ x 75’, facing a 
service strip 400’ in length. Here 
would be the pulse of the Airpark 
operations—gas pits, repairs, con- 
trol tower, attendants, and other 
necessary details for the efficient 
operation of your Airpark. It would 
be well to provide a light gas and 
oil truck to service your plane at 
your hangar whenever practicable. 

The club house is so planned as 
to give you full view of the Air- 
park in all directions so you may 
see the activity on the field. The 
“sky room” lounge is strategically 
placed to let you see all the activity 
on the runways, as well as giving 
you a place to lounge comfortably 
and meet with your friends and 
neighbors to talk over your com- 
mon interest of flying. Here can be 
the nucleus of the social life of the 
community. Luncheons, dinners, 
tea dances, etc., during all seasons, 
could go on here. 

The successful operation of the 
club will require a competent staff, 
which should be divided into two 
groups: one to operate the Airpark 


and airplane facilities; the othe 
to operate the club house and socia 
activities. The entire staff shoul 
be under the over-all managemen 
of one general manager. 

This calls for a considerabl 
outlay of money. How can the clu 
be financed and how will it b 
made self-sustaining? In the sam 
manner as your yacht club or 
golf club. Membership application 
would be brought under clos 
scrutiny and approved or decline 
as the governing board might vote, 
On acceptance the member pays a 
predetermined initiation fee an 
monthly dues thereafter, compar 
able to country club or yacht club 
dues, which would entitle him to 
use of the field, hangars, and 
services. In addition, there would 
be a monthly hangar rental suffi. 
cient to cover the following: hangar 
depreciation and retirement of in- 
debtedness, interest, insurance, 
hangar maintenance, field mainte- 
nance, police protection, electricity 
and water, administration, taxes. 

This figure would probably be 
around $20 per month depending, 
of course, on the investment.

His fortunes final- 
ly took him to Portland, Maine, 
where he died fameless at the age 
of eighty-six. He bitterly regretted 
coming to America, and always 
disliked our country. He once said, 
“England gave me a reputation 
and a name. America cremated 
me.” He wrote many, many songs, 
and the only one that is at all re- 
membered is Kathleen Mavourneen. 

While we are about 
sentimental 


talking 
songs, we must pay 


respect to the most sentimental of 
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them all, and one of the most beau- 
tiful, None But the Lonely Heart. 
Like so many of Tchaikovsky’s mel- 
odies, it is not only popular in its 
own right, but its secondary useful- 
ness is considerable. It has served 
in Little Women, as the title of a 
novel, and recently as the theme 
song of a fine movie. It is a youth- 
ful song; Tchaikovsky was twenty- 
nine when he wrote it. His sexual 
abnormality may not’ have man- 
ifested itself as yet. He was seri- 
ously attracted to a fascinating 
singer, Désirée Artot. She married 
another man. And in the same year 
Tchaikovsky wrote not only the 
longing song but also the poignant 
Fantasy Overture to Romeo and 
Juliet. Perhaps there is a connec- 
tion, perhaps not. 
O discussion of immortal mel- 
IW odies can omit the melodies of 
Schubert. Other composers have 
excelled him in craft of writing, in 
construction, in breadth of view; 
but no other composer has excelled 
Schubert’s gft for writing melodies 
that are unforgettable, haunting, 
and altogether magic. Schubert is 
one of the few examples in the 
history of music where a_ great 
composer was not recognized dur- 
ing his lifetime.

self, “Why isn’t she saying any- 
thing about the helicopter? Isn’t 
that the answer to the common 
man’s flying needs?” ° 

Before my introduction to per- 
sonal flying, I had thought this 
and had assumed that I would skip 
the whole business of learning to 
fly an airplane and would become 
a flyer only when rotary-wing air- 
craft became available, a year or 
two after the war. But I found 
that the experts in the aviation 
industry take an entirely different 
view of the helicopter. They have 
convinced me that its private use 
is ten or fifteen years away, at the 
most optimistic estimates; that the 
vertically lifting aircraft is about 
in the stage of development that 
airplanes were in during World 
War I; that the most skillful fly- 
ing ability will be needed to oper- 
ate such an aircraft. So it has 
become clear to me that if I wait 
for the helicopter, I might miss the 
boat entirely. And anyway, with the 
spin-proof, simplified type of post- 
war plane there’s no need to wait. 
For I, or you, can become a flyer 
without having to develop any spe- 
cial, mysterious, difficult skills. 


OW 1 don’t want to give the 

impression that flying is as easy 
as driving an automobile. It isn’t. 
And I don’t think it will ever be. 
For in an automobile you can only 
go in these, directions: forward, 
and to the right or left. Whereas 
in a plane you can also go up or 
down. And the more flexibility your 
vehicle has, the more carefully you 
need to operate it, the more chances 
you have to make mistakes. At the 
present writing, you are required 
to have five hours of instruction 
in the spin-proof simplified-con- 
trols plane (promised to be com- 
mon after the war) and 25 hours 
of solo flying before you can obtain 
your pilot’s license. (Whereas eight 
hours of dual instruction and 35 
hours of solo are required for a 
pilot’s license for a conventional 
plane.) But as this type oi plane 
becomes more prevalent, the num- 
ber of hours required for a license 
will undoubtedly be cut down still

long it took them to learn. Accord- 
ing to the AAA, 12 hours is the 
average time required today to 
learn to drive an automobile in 
city trafic. Yet none of us_ be- 
grudges the time we took to learn— 
not when our lives have become so 
dependent on automobiles. And I 
predict that we won’t begrudge the 
time necessary to get a_pilot’s 
license, once the personal plane 
is made a utility. 


UST how useful does flying have 

to be to you before it is an every- 
day utility? That is really the crux 
of whether you will personally fly 
your own (or a rented) plane 
after the war. The answer is this: 
when flying becomes an_ easy 
method of transportation to a place 
you want to go to. If it can get you 
from Here to There, in the shortest 
possible time, at a reasonable 
operating cost, and if it can take 
you there comfortably, reliably, 
and agreeably, then it is a utility 
that you will reach out for. 

But I must quickly admit that 
personal flying can’t perform on 
this count—now. It has gone a long 
way toward licking the problem of 
safety. Aerodynamically it has high 
performance (slow take-off and 
landing speeds with fast cruising 
speeds). But on the count of utility 
it is way back there in the dark 
ages—and all for want of the 
proper ground facilities and navi- 
gation aids. 

For if there are only a few 
places you can go in your little 
plane, what’s the point of having 
one? You'd be in the same predica- 
ment if you owned a fine automo- 
bile but America had no highway 
system to drive it on. You wouldn't 
buy an automobile if there were 
not a fine network of roads, gaso- 
line stations, road signs, garages, 
roadside restaurants, and hotels at 
your command when you travel. 
And until there are comparable 
ground facilities for you as an air 
traveler, to enable you to go any- 
where and everywhere in similar 
comfort, airplane owners will be 
reckoned in the thousands instead 
of the millions. 

There is a broad movement 
afoot to bring such personal flying 
aids into being. But they will come 
faster if you ask for them locally. 
Here is what you need to know to 
talk convincingly to your City 
Fathers or the state and county 
authorities. 

Private flying needs to be segre- 
gated from commercial flying, as 
far as ground facilities go. (You 
wouldn’t think of keeping your 
car at the freight terminal, would

This fact is well recognized 
in the aviation industry, but the 
layman still hasn’t grasped the 
meaning of it. Here’s the gist of the 
problem, in the words of John 
E. P. Morgan, manager of the 
Personal Aircraft Council of the 
Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce, as published in the Septem- 
ber issue of “Airports.” 

“The name ‘airport’ no longer 
applies as an oyerall designation 
of all landing facilities. When we 
now speak of an airport, we visual- 
ize a huge terminal costing many 
hundreds of thousands—if not mil- 
lions—of dollars. These terminals 
for scheduled air transport are in 
reality the Grand Central Stations 
of the air. 

“Such terminals operate on a 
split-second schedule of landings 
and _ take-offs. Intricate control 
boards in fully staffed control tow- 
ers guide the movement of all sched- 
uled air transport operations within 
the control area of each center. 

“Where does the personal pilot 
fit into that picture? He will be 
flying at will, on his own schedule, 
in a plane designed for personal 
flight, and probably not equipped 
with the myriad of radionic and 
other special flight instruments. ...

The personal pilot has no more 
place in that set-up than has the 
private automobile in the terminal 
of a bus operation where the huge 
ground vehicles swing in and out 
on the same sort of scheduled travel 
as do the airlines at an airport.... 

“The solution lies in providing 
suitable landing facilities designed 
particularly for the personal pilot’s 
equipment and his ability. These 
facilities should consist of an Air- 
park, for use within city and town 
boundaries; the flightstop, adjacent 
to the highways in remote sections 
of the country for refueling and 
emergency landings; the air har- 
bor, for the personal plane on floats. 
But of these facilities, it is the 
Airpark which is the most impor- 
tant to the personal flying activity 
of the future. 


“M\HE dusty, dirty, ill-kept small 

landing field operating under, 
the pretense of being an ‘airport’ is 
a thing of the past. The Airpark 
of today is a well-designed, land- 
scaped community center in which 
the landing facility is the feature, 
but not the whole show. The Air- 
park might well include general 
recreational facilities usually asso- 
ciated with a park—a swimming 
pool, tennis courts, etc.”

Before you start 
wondering how anyone would want 
to go swimming or have a snack 
at an Airpark, or live near one, 
let me quickly tell you that the 
type of plane in which I took my 
instruction makes very little more 
noise (when heard from the ground 
during take-offs or landings) than 
does a Ford or Chevrolet as it 
passes your house.

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Now maybe you are saying to 
yourself: won’t the roadable plane 
I've been hearing about eventually 
make obsolete the landing facility 
that you call an “Airpark”? No, 
I think not, for the experts believe 
that all flying craft—whether they 
be plane, helicopter or roadable 
plane—will have to take off and 
land at specially-prepared, widely 
cleared areas. The wise heads of 
the industry scoff at the idea you 
will ever land vertically in your 
own back yard, as a practical every- 
day measure. As a publicity stunt, 
yes, but on windy, gusty days 
you'd get awfully tangled up in 
trees, electric wires, and chimneys. 
And the roadable plane (if and 
when it comes), will have to be 
landed on a flying field, its wings 
removed and stored in a hangar 
before you can drive home through 
our narrow, obstructed streets and 
roads. The experts point out that 
you won't want to drive far in a 
roadable plane. For if it is an 
efficient plane, it won’t be a very 
efficient automobile. At best it will 
be a short-hop, auxiliary automo- 
bile that won’t replace the type 
designed for ground travel. 


O NOTE carefully this fact: all 

these projected aircraft dreams 
still call for special landing fields. 
So the Airpark is an absolute must, 
if you are to use private flying in 
either the immediate future or 
twenty years hence. If you have 
been dallying with the idea that 
you might have to remodel your 
garage to house a plane or a heli- 
copter, you can forget it. Or if you 
have been thinking of buying a 
mountain top to build a house on. 
because you could set down on it 
in some aircraft that’s just around 
the corner, you'd better forget 
that, too. For aircraft, in the rea- 
sonably foreseeable future, will al- 
ways have to be landed in specially 
prepared areas, and, unless you are 
a farmer or an estate owner with 
fine flat pasturage or lawns, you 
won't have what it takes. 

So any dreaming you do about 
your future flying had better re- 
volve around that new word in 
your vocabulary—Airpark.” And 
I recommend that you do some- 
thing more concrete than dream- 
ing. You have a job to do, locally, 
on the city planners, to make sure 
they are aware of the shape of 
things to come, and you want to 
be sure that good architects and 
landscape designers are employed 
to create your Airparks. For, since 
you will be using them daily, you'll 
want to be sure they satisfy you 
esthetically, as well as_ techni-

HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 


The LOG of the 
PRACTICAL GARDENER 


While the gardener’s year apparently has no 


end, it definitely has its beginning in March 


If there is one thing obvious at the start of this fourth war garden- 
ing year, it is that the V in vegetables is not a dead letter. The 
Victory garden this season will be more important than ever—not 
because the war is not so near its end as we once thought, but 
because there will be still fewer gardeners to raise the food we need. 


The drawing at the top of the opposite column may look familiar. 
That is because we ran tt originally last June at the top of an article 
entitled “Who'll Take Care of the Garden He Left Behind Him?” 
There will be more idle tools this year than last, and still more 
for the busy ones to do. . 


At least we should be more skillful gardeners this year than last. There 
should be less wasted motion, greater productivity from well-worked ground, 


higher yields from shrewder plantings, better conservation and use. 


As for the flowers—no gardener needs to be told that it is good 
for his morale to grow flowers as well as vegetables. Indeed, he has 
probably learned by now that there is no better time to plan improve- 
ments for the flower borders than while he is weeding onions. 


However, it is only March, and onions are in the future, thank 
goodness. But it is time to get that lawn mower sharpened. Remem- 
ber, a good lawn mower emits a crisp, flickering hiss—very satisfying 
—while a dull or maladjusted one gives owt with a dolorous, clanking 
wheeze—very unpleasant. Cure that wheeze before the spring rush. 


Clean up all your tools (1 know, | always say this}. | once asked an old- 
time, horny-handed nurseryman which was more important with a spade and 
hoe, a keen edge or a clean blade. He said that while it was easy to file a 
good edge, it would break his back if he had to use a dirty or pitted blade. 
Take a look at your tools and reach for the steel wool. 


They don’t rate red or blue points, but roses are scarce just the 
same. Order early; then if you can’t get all you want, hold the fran- 
chise on the rose locations with one of the wilt-resistant asters or 
marigold Limelight. They'll make good summer substitutes. 


Or start some really good chrysanthemums out in the vegetable 
garden, where you can pinch back, disbud, and cultivate regularly, 
and then move them into the rose spots just before the full blooms 
come. They'll partner the roses you do have right up to hard frost.

Of course, the book is not com- 
plete. What book ever is? But if 
a few details of fruit care and cul- 
ture are omitted, they constitute 
omissions of opinion rather 
than fact. A greater consid- 
eration might have been 
given to regional prefer- 
ences than has been given, 
and perhaps a little more by 
way of expert advice (not 
reporting) about launching 
a balanced fruit program. 
However, anyone with rea- 
sonable wit and the inclina- 
tion to grow fruits in the 
first place, will find all the 
cultural information he needs in 
the book. As for planning the 
placement of your fruits—well, be 
sure to read the article on pages 
88 and 89 of this issue of House 
BEauTiFut. It not only suggests a 
specific plan for laying out one 
small home orchard, but illustrates 
the principles and_ proportions 
which govern all good plans. 

Particularly to be heeded are the 
things Mr. Hedrick has to say 
about what kinds of trees to buy, 
how and where to buy them. By 
what he says you will be able to 
choose between good nurserymen 
and bad—and there are, also, espe- 
cially with fruit stock, some very 
unscrupulous ones indeed. Buy 
well, and then let this book be- 
come dog-eared in the cause of 
sensible, satisfying back-yard pro- 
duction.

If you are, you had better investigate this contradiction. For when 
what you say is at such variance with what you do, you have the mak- 
ings of a flourishing neurosis.

If you aveid spending time at home, you may not have a home in 
the true sense of the word. You may keep your clothes there, and sleep 
and wash and eat there.

Home can be furnished too formally 
to permit real relaxation. Or it may be too perishable, so you hesitate 
to stretch out with your feet on the sofa. Or perhaps it has been fur- 
nished in the style of an eighteenth century drawing room, whereas 
your family’s manners would be more at ease in a setting that invites 
the unrepressed, even boisterous gaiety of a patio or a rumpus room. 

If the majority of your leisure hours and social engagements are spent 
away from home, look sharp. You can be gregarious more pleasurably 
at home than at a country club or a night club. If you haven't discoy- 


ered that truth, then you are either making too much work of your 





parties or you are giving the wrong kind of parties. Or, if you are 
ashamed to haye your friends see your home, that can be fixed, too. 


For, with the money you spend in public places, you can cure the flaws

ie appreciation of plainness. according to those who observe the 
public’s buying habits. increases proportionately as your taste improves. 
People whose taste is on the weak side shun plainness as they would the 
plague. They want intricate and tricky designs in their furniture, lots of 
flowers and colors in their rugs. more carving and a higher polish than 
you will see, for example, in the home of Mr. and Mrs. Jules James. 
For their money they want the most and the fanciest, very possibly 
because at a certain taste level the best bargain seems to be the one w ith 
the most frills. They associate richness with ornateness but haven't yet 
learned to discriminate between the ornate things that are really beautiful 
and those that are overdone. 

The resulting homes are restless, overcrowded, often actually uncom- 
fortable. Nor are fussy things destined for a long and useful life, for they 
are difficult to keep in prime condition. Shoddiness sets in when the 
intricately carved chairs, the fretwork and pediments and elaborate 
cornices are grimed with dust. 

As with dress. the art of being “well furnished” les in choosing 
basically simple things. beautifully made and of excellent materials. And 
just as the smartest woman. is the one who knows when not to wear a 
necklace or a flower in her hair, the smartest room is the one where the 
ornament is understated. In the James home, for instance, where the 
furnishings and their architectural background are most restrained, such 
decorative features as the patterned window masks and the unusual 
quilted headboards are among the few things that couldn’t be called plain. 
They are still not fancy, but by contrast they shine forth with exceptional 


elegance, like a lapel jewel on a tailored suit.

@ She is probably the greatest weaver alive 
today, for she has broadened textile horizons 
as no one before her. Enthusiastic friends 
insist that no weaver in France, England, 
Sweden, or other lands where hand looming 
persists as a live contemporary craft, can hold 
a candle to her. For sheer versatility and 
vitality of creative effort, she stands alone. 

Her talents as a hand weaver began to gain 
her plaudits in the late twenties. More re- 
cently, however, she has interested herself 
in machine production, and she now devotes 
most of the time she has for weaving to 
achieving, through the power-driven loom, 
the effects she first created on hand looms. 

This initial success in commercial fields is 
bringing her many new clients. She is now at 
work on postwar lines of drapery and uphol- 
stery fabrics, pyroxylin-coated textiles, floor 
coverings, table linens, and wallpaper. A dec- 
ade ago her creations were destined to be used 
only by our more exclusive architects and 
decorators. Tomorrow they will be available 
to the country at large. 

It all began in San Francisco many years 
ago when Mrs. Liebes undertook some experi- 
ments with a hand loom. Her work quickly 
disclosed an astonishing range and individu- 
ality: heavy luxurious weaves, light gossa- 
mer weaves, intricate weaves merging several 
weights and textures, weaves with rows of 
thick looped fringes, weaves with soft supple 
contrasts or sharp staccato contrasts. She 
weaves with raw silk, mohair, wool, cotton, 
rayon, jute, glass yarn, extruded plastic 
threads, even ribbons or bamboo reeds. At 
the moment she is preoccupied with metallic 
threads, and her newest weaves shimmer and 
glow tike molten gold and silver. They will 
probably influence postwar fashion trends, as 
will her strikingly beautiful and sophisticated 
color preferences. 

The Liebes color palette is something to 


revere as deeply as her textural creativeness. 


\ll of her color combinations are clear and 
forthright, never muddy and uncertain. Typi- 
cal Liebes combinations: soft blue and silver: 


iagenta and chartreuse; copper and gold. on 
ral; beige, salmon-pink, and brown; pale 





green and purple-pink, Recently she has been 
coloring drapery prints designed by a group 
of artists whom she has gathered around her. 

If Mrs. Liebes were not blessed with enor- 
mous energy she could never meet the schedule 
she has set for herself. She now gives the 
greater portion of her time to the Red Cross, 
for which she functions as National Director 
of Arts and Skills. In more than 80 hospitals 
convalescing veterans are finding their way 
back to health and stability through a variety 
of handicraft activities. Enlisting the support 
of local artists and craftsmen is just one of 
the pressing chores which this Red Cross post 
carries with it. But, then, Mrs. Liebes has 
long maintained close contacts with artists, de- 
signers and craftsmen everywhere. Her lively 
interest in their work and her keen ability to 
evaluate their talents enabled her to do a su- 
perb job in assembling the exhibits for the 
Decorative Arts Building of the Golden Gate 
Exposition in San Francisco in 1939, which 
many asserted was the Exposition’s outstand- 
ing feature. 


rs. Liebes is constantly hopping back and 
Wi forth between her San Francisco home and 
her New York hotel. She finds a stimulating 
dinner conversation superior to an evening in 
the theater. Her correspondence is enormous, 
and she has been known to dictate into a dicta- 
phone from midnight until three in the morn- 
ing. Despite far-flung social obligations, she 
finds time for many civic activities on the 
West Coast. In New York she functions as a 
member of the Advisory Council of the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art. She likes to think her 
fabrics possess some enduring merit, and has 
steadfastly declined to work in the field of 
women’s fashions, which, she holds, makes 
smart things obsolete too quickly. On occa- 
sion, however, she has evolved special fabrics 
for Adrian, Clare Potter, or some other close 
friend. There is really only one expression 
that strikes a warm responsive chord in Doro- 
thy Liebes. You strike it if you tell her that 
her work is utterly and completely American, 
that it could never have found expression in 
any other country.

if your lawn is a “going concern.” the 
problem of maintenance is just 

a matter of doing 2a few relatively 
simple things at the right times, 

with the routine business of mowing 
to keep the grass plants healthy. 

The important thing is to get 

an early start before the lawn finds 


out that spring is on the way

No lawn is a thing of 
beauty by the time winter 
snows are getting ready to 
leave for good. But there 
are few better times than 
right then to tell what kind of 
lawn you really have—and 
what you should do about it. 
While the ground is © still 
frozen, but with a thaw in the 


offing, give your grass the 





once-over. If it is a pretty 
te uniform surface of brown 

grass, with a hint of green 
underlying it; if there are no considerable patches of dead 
earth where crab grass has died out; if there are no bad 
hollows or grade problems—then probably all your lawn needs 
to start a successful season is a feeding. Use a complete plant 
food. Apply it with a fertilizer distributor (pictured) if you 
can. Rate of application: about 4 Ibs. per 100 sq. ft. 


Let's say you performed 

Rite #1. above, before the 

end of March. A week or 
wa two later, so swiftly does 
spring advance, it will be time 
to rake, with a broom type of 
rake, to add a light spreading 
of top-grade grass seed mix- 
ture, and to roll—unless the 
ground is still so heavy and 
moist that rolling, even light- 
ly. packs the frost heaved 





grass crowns too severely. If 
you were to bypass the raking 
(which most lawns need), you could sow seed at the first 
feeding. Otherwise make it part of this second operation. 
Using the distributor if possible, set the gauge for about 
3 lbs. per 1,000 sq. ft. Light rolling follows. You will not 
need to water; the ground will be moist enough. And, of 
course, don’t rake again after the grass has once sprouted. 


The moment the ground 
begins to warm up, your 
grass, new and old, will 
come a-rushin’. In that fact 
lies your salvation (as a sum- 
mer weeder). for crab grass 
déesn’t germinate ° till mid- 
May. And your early feeding 
and seeding will pay off while 
the competition is weak. But 
you should start your mowing 
by the second week in April. 





Mow early, mow often, mow 
high. The mower should by 
now have been cleaned. sharpened. greased, and adjusted 
by a competent person. Now turn your mower upside down 
and make sure the roller is set in its slots or brackets to give 
virtually the maximum clearance between the part of the 
roller that rides the grass and the bed-plate or cutting line 
(see illustration). This will thwart summer heat and drought. 





You know from no doubt 
bitter experience all about 
heat and drought and 
what they can do to a lawn 
in July. At the very time when 
some of your best lawn 
grasses have gone to seed and 
are practically dormant; at 
the very time when crab grass 
does its dirtiest groundwork— 
then. of all times, rain and 
temperature tend to let you 








down. So water on your own 
| hook. Do it early in the day 
yr late—to save water loss by sun evaporation. Water thor- 
sughly (with the nearest thing to a rain-spray you can lay 
hands on) or a canvas hose, or both. Water only when you 
scan soak the soil to a depth of 4-6 inches at least. Keep 
cutting your grass high. The higher and healthier your grass, 
the more the tough crab grass will be shaded and suffocated.

If you have no crab grass 
(what joy!) and other 
weeds are not very preva- 
lent, you can give a sum- 
mer feeding if you want to. 
Personally, I don’t. And_ in 
our private family lawn, back 
where the flowers are and 
our summer living is done. | 
really have no crab grass. 

But when heat and 
dry weather, watering notwith- 





standing, pack and harden the 
soil, a spiking with a_ bor- 
rowed or rented spike roller (pictured) and the brushing in 
of a dressing of peat moss will help mightily. The one 





process aerates the roots. The other tends to keep the roots 
cool and to prevent excessive evaporation of soil moisture. 
Beware. though, of the “humus peddlers” that drive slowly 


through the streets with truckloads of wet, dark stuff to sell. 


Let’s say you had a good 
lawn to begin with; that 
you have taken all pains 
to make your grass happy 
and contented. Yet by midsum- 
mer you still have weeds. and 
worst of all crab grass. What 
then? Crab grass you will get 
so long as you have neighbors. 
If you identify the young shoots 
in early summer and get them 
out as they come, the job will 





aan thwéea not be too bad. Or if you 

wait until the plants are well 

developed, but not setting seed, you still may have little 
trouble. But the way to remove crab grass in an otherwise 
healthy lawn is to root it out. And the way to remove other 
weeds is one by one, with a long kitchen knife. Weed killers 
are of best use when it is too late for hand salvation—and in 
concentrations that will kill weeds, they badly punish grass. 
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If you must 
make a new lawn 
in the spring 


If you can’t wait till fall to build 
the new lawn, be prepared for timid 
grass, precocious weeds. Here are a 


few hints that may forestall trouble 


Turn and prepare the ground the moment it is 
dry and “mealy” enough to work without 
clumping. This is of vital importance. Add as 
much organic matter as you can afford (peat, 
leafmold, rotted manure) and mix well, pref- 
erably with rotary tilling machine, to depth 
of 6”-10”. Never apply just a top-soil frosting. 


Do all grading first, of course. But also do 
all truing up of surfaces and sloping to 
provide for superficial drainage. 


Rake, re-rake, and rake again, with two or 
more light rollings before the last two or 
more rakings. Plant food (see #1 opposite} 
goes on before last preliminary rolling. 


Sow seed, preferably with distributor, at a 
rate of 6-8 lbs. per 1,000 sq. ft. Sowing half 
the seed in one direction, then half at right 
angles to first sowing is essential with hand- 
methods, advisable even with distributor. 


After sowing with the best mixture you can 
buy (sunny mixture for open areas; shady 
mixture for shady spots or those that will 


get hard wear). rake carefully again. 


Watering will not be necessary before grass 
verminates. which should be in 2-3 weeks if 
the job has been done early. By the time the 
new lawn can be safely walked on, crab grass 
and other weeds will arrive, too. Get after 


all weeds at once. 


Start mowing when grass is high enough to 


cut—with cutting bar high. 


Keep on weeding regularly and steadily right 
through the season. If you don’t, you simply 
will not have a good lawn. There are no two 
ways about this. Come June, dry spells may 
make watering necessary. By then the grass 


will be big enough to stand real soaking. 


About September 1, seed thin spots, dis- 
tribute plant food (half-portions of each). 
Water both in well at once. Keep mowing as 
late in the fall as growth continues. 






























At the first sign of o twisting finger of 
dampness on a wall or ceiling adjacent to 
a dormer, contact a roofing specialist or 
the handyman in your family to check all 
joints of the dormer. Plastic roofing ce- 
ment, an asphalt base product, mixed with 
asbestos fibers, will fill holes and seal 
breaks, producing a tough elastic film 


Waterproofing exterior foundation ot an 
existing basement is virtua‘ly prohibitive 
in cost. All but most exaggerated damp- 
ness conditions, due to constant pressure, 
can be cured with waterproof cement 
mortar applied to interior walls and floor. 
Cement is fortified with waterproofer, 
making concrete denser, less permeable 





Check the chimney if discoloration occurs 
in plaster back of chimney, generally neor 
fireplace. Water often gets behind flash- 
ing, if chimney is not counterflashed, or 
mortar joints may be faulty. Repoint open 
joints, seal brick with transparent ceating 
which prevents moisture passage, apply 
roofing cement, well above ridge of saddle 


flere are some of the common 


places where water will strive

For repairing cracks in concrete floors, 
chisel out crack uniformly so that material 
can be inserted to about !/2". Then use an 
expanding cement which stretches as it 
hardens, forming tight bond with walls of 
crack. Cement is mixed with water in ratio 
of 5 to |. Wet surface first, so that con- 
crete won't absorb moisture from cement 








Basement dampness often results if soil 
around basement slopes toward foundation 
walls. Remedy by banking up soil higher so 
water will drain in other direction. Check 
this before tackling any other waterproof- 
ing remedies, as it is most frequent cause 
of basement trouble. Be sure downspouts

damned up with ice and snow may cause 
leaks when water is forced up under.

Some experts rec- 
ommend, when joint is over !/2"' wide and 
V2" deep, driving oakum in between wood 
and masonry to '/2" of surface and then 
filling with a good caulking compound

on’t curse your bad fortune if your house turns out 
Ie, to be bone dry! A house that doesn’t spring a leak 
somewhere some time is rare. The important thing is to 
get at the source of the trouble promptly. Moaning to a 
neighbor whom you find in a similar boat may be balm to 
your distressed spirit; but procrastinating over repairs 
often produces an excessive bill because the leak takes on 
major proportions, damage increases while you delay. 

Even if leaks and damp spots don't appear immediately 
after the ground starts thawing and spring rains beat their 
gentle rhythm against the roof, a spring check-up of com- 
monly troublesome spots usually pays. Examine leaders 
and downspouts for seam-breaks. For water gushing out of 





these holes may penetrate a brick wall and eventually cause 
trouble within. Solder small breaks. Replace badly damaged 
metal. Clean out gutters. According to waterproofing 
experts, basement foundation leaks often come from a 
poorly located or broken leader which causes an accumu- 
lation of water in the soil near the foundation faster than 
it can be drained away. Relocation of leaders, so that water 
is directed away from the foundation, has solved many 
basement drainage problems. Check caulking around door 
and window frames to see that it’s still hugging both sides 
of joint and that caulking itself presents no breaks. Exam- 
ine mortar joints in any brick or masonry. These preven- 
tive measures will help keep maintenance down.

Much basement condensation could be 
cured if basements were properly venti- 
lated. Keep windows closed during day, 
open at night, during humid spells. If con- 
dition requi:es more drastic steps, coo! 
walls and cold water pipes with a special 
thick, paint-like preparation, which in- 
sulates surface, retards moisture formation.

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F YOU TAKE CARE OF THE SOIL..... 


It’s a truism that you will get out of your soil 
only the value you put into it. The wise gar- 
dener will gladly swap the things that make 


good soil——plus elhow grease—for better crops 


ee time immemorial, man has been depicted as struggling to 
extract a living from the soil. The fellow who actually does it 























knows that the struggle is not with the soil, but with the basic 
laws of supply and demand, of providing the raw material of 
.which the finished product is made. The soil is a mine—yes. But 
like most mines, it can be worked out. Fortunately for the human 
race, the soil is also a factory, where certain simple materials 
are processed to yield pretty fancy ones. The food we eat, for 
example. The machinery is always ready to be worked. Given 
good management, it will last forever. 

The four photographs on this page illustrate or include the 
steps a good gardener must take yearly if his soil is to stop being 
a mine and become a well-run factory. The points don’t need 
belaboring. They are outlined clearly below, and supplemented 
with specific suggestions on page 163. What they amount to is 
a routine which puts into the garden each year the organic matter, 
the food elements, the air- and water-holding capacity which the 
growing of crops each year takes out of the soil. The hand and 
foot, the spade and rake may be the tools, as in your back yard. 
or the farmer’s machines. But this job is the beginning. For what 


happens afterward in the soil itself, read the story opposite. 





Good garden soil should have a "surface" at least 8" deep, on well- After spading in an orderly way, turning the spits so that there is room 
drained subsoil. (The des is the better.) A straight-thrust spade (top) to maneuver, you see the rough surface pictured at left. A vigorous raking 
should turn this layer annually, taking with it a cover crop (winter rye), leaves the surface as at center, ready for a plant food application. The 
manure or compost, superphosphat ground limestone if and as needed fining process, in advance of sowing, is pictured just above. {See page 163.) 
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When your garden soil has been well prepared, 
is fertile, rich in organic matter, then begins 
a growth cycle the workings of which you never 


see. Here’s a new angle on the way it operates 


f you want to look at it that way, there are two sets of factors 

controlling the growth of plants in our gardens: the physical 
factors and the chemical factors. The physical ones are easy to 
see and rather easy to understand. Basically, they are covered 
on the opposite page. The chemical factors are not ordinarily 
visible, and at first may not be so easy to understand. But without 
them, you have no plants. So let’s look at them. Once you get an 
idea of what they mean to your flowers, to the food you eat, you 
will not mind the basic work of preparation and regular seasonal 
renewal of your garden soil. 


The complete growth cycle of a plant depends on the presence 
of certain elements, food and mineral, air, water—placed and 
held in the right places, in the right amounts, at the right times.

i t's no news to anybody that servants 
are plenty hard to find these days, 
and even harder to keep, if they’re 
any good.

good impression, it’s easy to understand why we 
have all paid so much attention to making our 
front doors attractive and inviting. But people see 
your back door, too. The milkman, the grocery boy 
are good judges of human nature, and_ their 
opinions do get around. What sort of impression 
does your back door make on them? 

Your house may not have been built originally 
with an adequate service entry, but that’s no excuse 
for not doing something about it later. Here are 
three possible ways of improving an ordinary back 
door. The main object is to screen from view, yet 
keep accessible, the garbage can and other ugly 
things necessary to everyday living. One of the 
designs is suitable for a Modern house, one for a 
Colonial house, and one for houses of any period. 
One of them could be adapted to your back door. 


Left: Designed for a Modern house, this simple framework could 
easily be erected by the family handyman. It screens the back 
porch clutter from neighbor's eyes and centers attention on the 
door itself.

Travel means, or should mean, getting acquainted with

Travel means, or can mean, even more than that. Just 
as it is hard to quarrel with any individual whom we really 
understand, so it will be difficult for countries which under- 
stand one another to wage war with one another.

HOW TO GET READY TO TRAVEL 


| can you be an intelligent traveler and not 
just a vacationist getting away from it all? Travel, 
in its broadest sense, is not merely moving from one 
place to another. It is seeing, not just looking; under- 
standing, not merely hearing; it is appreciating, 
not just knowing. 

First: Decide WITY you want to eo where you are 
planning to go. For its historical interest? Its scenic 
wonders? Its customs and way of life? Its social re- 
forms and educational systems? Is it because of its 
sports, its gardening, its wild life, its geology, or 
archeology? Inform yourself on how to plan a trip 
that will best serve those interests. Whether your 
reasons are general (to get an overall idea of a 
place) or specific, you won’t get much out of it un- 
less you prepare by conscientious study. ‘Therefore, 
Second: Read an authentic general history, not a 
brief condensation of history in some travel folder. 
Make a brief outline of this history, which will in- 
clude the chief topographical and climatic features. 
Third: Read a “travel book,’ not one which is a 
flippant account of the author's personal adventures, 
hut one which will give you concrete details about 
itineraries, methods of transportation, probable costs, 
length of time, necessary clothes and luggage. 
Fourth: Read the best novel or piece of fiction or 
poetry dealing with this region. Keep your eyes open 
for any pertinent plays, movies, or lectures. 

Fiftla: Get hold of all possible books dealing with 
the subject in which you are particularly interested. 
Your public library or the Extension Division of your 


State University will assist you in finding these books. 


Sixth: Remember, six months of organized study is 


not too long for preparation for a trip.

What has brought about this change?

at present levels, represents a savings 
of around 50 per cent of the interest 
charges characteristic of home financing 
alter the last war; and 3) a long period 
during which payments are regularly 
made until the entire debt is discharged, 
instead of a short period with the whole 
debt, or a large part of it, coming due 
when you might be least able to meet 
the obligation and when the lender 
might be unable to renew the loan.

lenders are to find their 
funds frozen in times of emergency. It 
permits the borrower to plan ahead in 
the knowledge of exactly what will be 


expected of him, It should prevent the 
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recurrence of any such wave of fore- 
closures as necessitated the establish-

The new methods of financing, how- 
ever, do not decrease the responsibility 
of the borrower to discharge his debt. 
Nor do they eliminate the possibility of 
difficulties or even of hardship in times 
of unemployment or other stringency. 
The mortgage is still a fixed obliga- 
tion. Though its terms have been mod- 
erated, its requirements are none the 
less real and unremitting. Moreover, 
under present arrangements, it is an 
obligation that usually binds you for a 
much longer period than you or any- 
one else can possibly foresee. 

If you are to make a friend of your 
mortgage, you must recognize these cir- 
cumstances. The animal may have been 
domesticated, but it must, nevertheless, 
he treated with a great deal of respect. 
You must understand its peculiarities 


and adapt yourself to them. 


\xperience has shown that, under ordi- 
dnary conditions, the most trouble 
comes with mortgages that are less than 
five years old. This may seem strange 
when it is obvious that it is easier to 
see ahead for five years than for twenty 
to twenty-five years—the total length of 
time for which the mortgage may run. 
Yet it points out the tendency of people 
to bite off more than they can chew

JOU'D be amazed how very. very 


1few children are really tone 
deaf and. therefore. incapable of 
enjoying music. Getting pleasure 


from harmonious sound is almost 


as common an instinct as getting 
pleasure from food. ; 

I tell you in all sincerity that I 
have never met a child who did not 
enjoy music. [ should rather say 
that I have never met an unspoiled 
child who did not enjoy music. 
When it is drummed into the child 
by his parents that music is some- 
thing precious, when children are 
taken to concerts in’ which they 
hear an amount and kind of music 
way beyond their understanding 
and capacity, when, in short. an 
educational project is made of a 
natural liking, then it is possible 
that the child will close his ears 
and want to have nothing further 
to do with an undertaking that is 
like 


Then it is possible that music for 


suspiciously Sunday school. 
that child becomes a thing of duty 
and a pain forever. 

But if a child is brought natural- 
ly and unselfconsciously in contact 


with music, then he will take to it

These tests are fun to do for 
grown-ups quite as much as for the 
children. Remember that you or 
your child need have no musical 
education whatever or take these 
tests, nor will previous experience 
with music get you a higher mark. 
That is the strength of the test. 
It measures what is originally 
there, what material there is to 
work with. 

Even if your child measures high 
in these tests, however, that does 
not mean that he will be great in 
music. No tests have been devised 
for testing the ability to under- 
stand and feel music, nor the abil- 
ity to share your feeling with other 
people, with an audience. What 
Menuhin or Marian Anderson has 
cannot as yet be measured by a 
machine. 

But the tests do give you a re- 
markably accurate yardstick of 
what must be on hand before the 
choice of music as a profession can 
be considered.

amount of money expended an- 
nually by us on servants in the 
past would not have been better 
spent on labor-saving devices. 

Lack of servants handicaps en- 
tertaining much less than formerly. 
We have more guests, actually, in 
our servantless state than before. 

What’s more, when we have no 
servants, I see much more of the 
children. There is such a thing— 
every parent knows—as seeing too 
much of the children. But I had 
been seeing them too seldom. They 
make quite a game of helping in 
supper preparations and serving it 
on trays in the living room, thus 
eliminating table-setting and use of 
the dining room. I believe servant- 
less children might mature more 
quickly and be better disciplined 
members of the family. 

Nor has lack of a nurse pinned 
us down completely. More than 
once dinner guests of ours have 
along 
with them. In one case I remem- 


brought their youngsters 





ber the baby was not more than 
two months old and slept happily 
in a laundry basket. And we, on 
occasions, have put ours to bed in 
houses we were visiting. 

The anguished cry that con- 
stantly goes up from most house- 


wives these days is that servants 
do not want permanent jobs. They 
prefer temporary ones with higher 
wages and more leisure time. Well, 
nobody can blame the servants for 
that. And for my money, a good 
temporary servant every now and 
then — preferably the same indi- 
vidual each time—would just about 
strike a happy medium between 
the irritations of a full-time do- 
mestic and the disadvantages of 
none at all. It would give the ha- 
rassed householder a chance to re- 
lax occasionally. There would be 
none.of this agonizing over whether 


or not the employee is going to 
stay, or be happy, or whatnot. And 
actually, the employer would get 
more work for his money, because 
the temporary servant would have 
more energy and enthusiasm. 


ROM the servant’s point of view, | 
as well, I should think such, an 
arrangement would offer more dig- | 
nity and independence.

E DO not mean to suggest that 

every city which fails to tuck an 
attractive flyer detailing its finan- 
cial position into each tax bill en- 
velope is a city which has some- 
thing to hide. This isn’t true. As a 
matter of fact, even if a city had 
something to hide, it could spread 
a report on the rccord for popular 
consumption without revealing the 
flaws. We have come a long way 
from the days of Lincoln Steffens’ 
muckraking; and local govern- 
ments are, with a few glaring ex- 
ceptions, far less dishonest in the 
spending of taxpayers’ money than 
they used to be. But relatively few 
of them have grown up to the fact 
that citizens are entitled to be in 
on every step of the spending, 
and to decide—with their votes— 
whether they want more or less of 
the same. 


If you feel personally responsible 
for the income and outgo of your 
local government’s funds, you have 
taken a step toward the formation 
of Better Tomorrows. Another step 
is to read your city’s municipal re- 
port, or demand a report if none 
exists. The apathy surrounding the 
average man’s attitude toward his 
local government is a Colossus 
astride the road of progress. If you 
cared enough to ask, the majority 
of your municipal bigwigs would 
be willing and able to give you the 
information you need! And they 
would give it in a form you could 


understand, too!

comes from Fillmore, California. 
A yellow-papered volume, multi- 
lithed instead of printed, it is 
called “Here Ye Are” and is writ- 
ten in brogue by a mythical brick- 
layer, Dennis Donoghue, who pokes 
around at City Hall and reports to 
his wife Mollie just what shape the 
city is in. Besides detailing the 
municipal finances, it does a job 
of explaining the Council-Manager 
form of government in as down-to- 
earth terms as we’ve ever encoun- 
tered. 

“The citizens are the plant own- 
ers,” says Dennis, “and the general 
overseer is the City Manager, who 
sees that the city keeps within the 
limits of the budget.” 


OUNTIES sometimes make re- 

ports to their citizens, too. Henri- 
co County, Va., the home of Poca- 
hontas, John Rolfe, and Nathaniel 
Bacon, has a most detailed one, 
explaining everything from the 
resignation of 47 school teachers, 
appointed for 1944-45, to the opera- 
tions of the trial justice court and 
the game warden. We asked Carl- 
ton C. Massey, County Manager, 
what was the result of publishing 


the report. 


“We are no exception to the gen- 
eral rule that the citizens take very 
little interest in and offer very few 
the 
various problems of the county,” he 
replied. “While I received some 
dozen or more acknowledgements 


suggestions toward meeting 


of the annual report . . . not more 
than three citizens of the county 
commented on any particular item 
of the report, and in those in- 
stances only questions were raised, 


with no suggested solution.” 


Fagt is, your local officials want 
suggestions. Many more of them 
probably would publish informa- 
tion for you, if they thought you 
would read it and act on it. You 
owe it to them, as well as to your- 
self, to begin to take an interest 
in what they are doing with your 
money. 


We have gone into this much de- 
tail about the reports we’ve. been 
reading in order to provide you 
with ammunition for your own city, 
township, or county, if you happen 
to live in one which either puts out 
no report or which publishes 
merely a dull statistical account. 
It helps to have something to point 
to as proof that it can be done at- 
tractively, no matter how small the 
the

A small figure, indeed, 
to bring the salient fiscal facts to 
the people most concerned! 

Municipal reports generally are 
mailed to civic leaders, distributed 
at civic meetings, sent to high 
schools for use in civic classes, and 
are available to those ‘who ask for 
them at city offices. In some cities 
the reports were advertised for free 
mailing to those who requested 
them, while a few were published 
in serial form in the local news- 
papers. In Cincinnati and Kansas 
City they were sent to dentists’ and 
doctors’ offices to fill in, usefully, 
those waiting periods when patients 
will pick up and read anything 
that looks attractive. 


T IS not enough merely to pro- 
lee a good, readable report. It 
also must reach the people for 
whom it is intended. General mail- 
ings to every citizen would waste 
time, paper, postage, and money, 
short of the millennium when every- 
body is interested in his govern- 
ment. If your town does have a 
report, you can play a big part in 
awakening civic interest by sug- 
gesting ways of spreading the re-

Obviously not, if you take the 
trouble to find out for yourself 
each and every one of you, sep 
arately, and with dogged determi 
nation. You can go to the Comp) 
troller’s Office, usually in you 
municipal building, and ask. Bui 
you had better know in advance 
just what information you want 
Without a complete, prepared re} 
port, your finance officer will have 
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» look everything up, as de- 
nanded. If enough of you came 
Junning to him, he would soon be 
ogged down in finding data for 
nswers to your questions. And he

are technically sound to the of- 
ficials themselves, however. Only 
the citizens can do that. 

In one city, where the govern- 
ment was made up of five elected 
commissioners, each the chief of a 
group of city departments, the 
Commissioner of Finance was con- 
cerned because deficits, concealed 
by borrowing, appeared each year. 
He urged lower taxes and more 
rigid control of spending by the 
various departments. But the other 
four Commissioners refused to ac- 
cept his advice; his proposal was 
voted down. The only hope of 
changing the situation lies in arous- 
ing the taxpayers of that city to a 
knowledge of what is going on, 
which will not happen until tax 
collections start receding again, as 
they may if there is a slight reces- 
sion after the war. But a complete 
report to the citizens each year by 
all the heads of all the city de- 
partments would have brought the 
defect to light. And, with aroused 
feelings on the part of the citizens, 
steps might have been taken to 
force adoption of the Finance Com- 
missioner’s suggestion for improv- 
ing the basic position of that city’s 
financial structure.

Procedure: Don’t wash rayon curtains by machine unless 
label states this is possible. If so, use water not over 160°. 
If there is no label, wash by hand using lukewarm water, to 
which you’ve added a water softener, if hard water prevails 
in your vicinity. Make a rich suds of mild soap. Don’t rub 
fabric but squeeze suds through and through. Never bleach or 
starch rayon curtains. Rinse several times in lukewarm water. 
Squeeze water out. Then wrap in turkish towel and knead out 
remaining moisture. Manufacturers of rayon fibers warn against 
use of a pin-type curtain stretcher for drying, since rayon 
fibers are weakened when wet, and there is danger that ninon 
or marquisette may be torn or damaged during stretching. 
It’s preferable to dry rayon curtains flat, or you can square 
edges, double and hang over clothesline. Or hang curtains at 
window, running a rod through bottom hem. Press, while damp, 


with a moderately hot iron in lengthwise direction only. 
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Procedure: If painting has been subjected to extremely 


hard usage, is grimy, and colors are darkened, your local 


museum should be able to direct you to an expert “restorer.” 

Most frames can be kept looking well with regular dusting. 
Cilt frames should be dusted with lamb’s wool duster, or 
feather duster, very lightly so there’s no chance of cracking 
the gilt. If really dirty, give cleaning job to competent gilder. 


Never clean with water or alcohol which may remove gold 


paste wax, allow to dry for a few minutes and polish gently. 
Wooden frames can be cleaned with liquid wax occasionally 


and rewaxed with liquid or paste wax.

because the nucleus of the colloidal 
particle and the ions of plant food 
elements have electrical charges. 

Part of the plant food dissolved 
in the soil water gets inte the feed 
ing roots of plants by osmosis. But 


it is now known that a greater pro- 


portion of the plant food enters 
the roots as a result of what is 
called ionic exchange. 

Diagram 1 (page 83) shows 


graphically the facts of ionic ex- 
change. Diagram 2 illustrates the 
actual sequence of events in the 
course of ionic exchange. The move- 
ment of plant food ions from the 
colloidal particles of the soil to 
and into the feeding roots is ac- 
tivated by hydrogen ions (H+). 
These ions release the plant food 
ions which are held by the nucleus 
of the colloidal particle and they

This important means by which 
plants get food from the soil col- 
loids depends on the presence of 
hydrogen ions in the soil water. 
The roots of plants exhale carbon 
dioxide (CO2). (Diagram 2.) Car- 
bon dioxide combines with water 
(H20) in the soil and forms car- 


bonic acid (HeCOs). 
The H+ ions which come from 


this carbonic acid release the plant 
food from the colloids so that it 
can go into the feeding roots. 
However, in order that the H+ 
ions may function effectively, there 
must be the right ratio of H+ ions 
(Ca++) 


soil. Calcium ions are released from 


to calcium ions in the 
lime (preferably calcium carbon- 


ate) 


NHE pH of the soil is an accurate 

/measure of the concentration of 
hydrogen ions (degree of acidity). 
Also, inversely: pH is a measure of 
the calcium ions (degree of alkalin- 
ity) of the soil. The pH of the soil 
is a measure of both the hydrogen 
ions and the calcium ions because 
acid and alkaline materials tend to 
neutralize each other (the more of 
one, the less of another). 

Therefore, the pH of the soil 
shows whether the hydrogen-to- 
calcium ion ratio is favorable for 
ionic exchange. In other words, 
there is a pH range (approximate- 
ly 5 to 7 pH) within which ionic 
exchange takes place readily and 
plant food is released from the soil 
colloids to go into the feeding roots 
of plants. 

Too much lime in the soil re- 
duces the concentration of hydrogen 


ions and thus cuts down the intake 


of plant food by ionic exchange.

Calcium has a dual role in the 
nutrition of plants. Besides being 
one of the activators of ionic ex- 
change, it is also one of the most 
important of the plant food ele- 
ments. When the pH of the soil is 
right, the H:Ca ion ratio favors the 
intake of plant food ions and also 
assures that there is sufficient cal- 
cium to furnish an adequate sup- 
ply of this vital nutrient element. 

All of this means that it is very 
important to have the right amount 
of lime, neither too much nor too 
little, in the soil. The pH of the soil 
is the guide to correct liming prac- 
tice. Soil testing, by you or your 
state experiment station, is a must 
for careful gardeners.

Porters needed: a separate architect’s office, 
bedroom, living-dining room, kitchen, and 
bath—and the building brains of the family 
said the construction was sound, a vital con- 
sideration in reasonable remodeling, for it’s no 
economy to do over a poor structure. 

Finances dictated that the Porters not only 
plan the remodeling, but execute the work 
themselves. Instead of being fazed by the 
Herculean task, the young couple set to work 
with enthusiasm which never dimmed in the 
months following. 

But they will admit that they soon lost count 
of the basket-loads of dirt, old newspapers, 
cans, electric light bulbs, brushes, planks, 
which had to be carted out before they could be- 
gin the transformation. Then work really began 
in earnest: they plastered, hammered, painted, 
did electrical work, bleached furniture, refin- 
ished floors. Mrs. Porter’s artistic hands painted 
amusing designs (see bathroom wall above 
and buffet in living-dining room). Besides these 
decorative touches, Mr. Porter added architec- 
tural interest with millwork, such as the grooved 
cornice boards, used at windows, and over bed, 
to shield electric bulb; the built-in bookshelves.

“T think the thing that prompted us most 
to redecorate our furnished apartment was 
the fact that we were tired of camping out 
—for that is what we called it. Most Army 
couples have that feeling . . . afraid to 
take root for fear of being moved. We 
decided that even if we were here only a 
week after we had decorated, at least we 
would have had the fun of doing it and 
a feeling of accomplishment. 

“Buz took these pictures (left) a month 
after we had moved in. We had done our 
best to make the place look presentable, 
and at best it was pretty awful, but you 
can get a pretty good idea from this just 
what we had to work with. 

“This picture (lower left) shows a full 
view of the front room looking in from the 
entrance hall. This furniture came with the 
apartment, but since the picture was taken, 
we have furnished the place with our own 
furniture—‘“antiques” picked up at auction 
and second-hand junk stores. By way of 
comparison, the furniture in this furnished 
apartment cost the manager as much as 
ours cost us. You can judge for yourself 
who got the most for their money. 

“I think the secret of furnishing apart- 
ments today is buying wisely. We lived 
with this furniture five months in all before 
we could change it, and when we were 
finally rid of it, I wondered if it would 
have lasted another five months. We had 
given it the minimum of wear, but it was 
shaky and one of the chairs needed repair. 

“To begin with we removed the light 
fixtures that hung on each wall. It was 
easy to do this and plaster the holes. 

“There was a Murphy bed that we didn’t 
need. By removing it and wallpapering its 
niche, we feel as if we had gained another 
small room. Then we papered the wall 
where the windows are, too.”

We had an eye on 
our postwar home when we bought these, for they 


will fit standard windows anywhere.”

Our cruet stand was reasonable because 
none of its bottles match, but we like 
it because they are all different! This 
table was covered with layers of paint. 
We spent more time removing this paint 
than we did on any other piece. After 
we got down to the pine, we stained it.

made a good job of this one but has 
siven up the other until he gets enough 
patience to tackle it again. The huge 
etching is an original, bought at auction 
for $2. We’ve already been offered $50 
for it. Some day soon Grover, the clock, 


is going to get a coat of flat white.” 





Ae could be more surprised than 
we that we were able to do this job. 
Neither one of us had ever tackled any- 
thing like it before. All we knew was 
that we had to do something to get some 
belongings of our own in the place. We 
both wanted more color, too. We had to 
be sensible about the things we picked 
out, but, thank goodness, they don’t look 
practical, even though they are. Our colors 
and patterns are lively, yet don’t show soil. 

“We'd never heard about painting walls 
with dead flat varnish until someone told 
Buz about it, so we tried it. We like it 
because we got exactly the colors we wanted 
for the living room and dining alcove by 
mixing oil pigment that comes in small 
tubes with the varnish. We had never hung 
wallpaper before, either, but it didn’t take 
us long to learn how. 

“The prices we paid for our things will 
seem amazingly low to your readers, but 
remember that most of our furniture came 
from auction houses and second-hand junk 
stores. When we got it, it was covered with 
paint or badly in need of repair. 

“You will notice that most of our prices 
are about the same and in most cases they 
haven’t exceeded five dollars for any one 
item. This is because we have set a certain 
price limit for auction buying and will 
not go above it. 

“Practically every wooden piece we own 
had to be scraped down. This way we found 
out we had bought some nice woods. A $4 
table turned out to be inlaid with wood 
and mother of pearl. Buz cut its legs down 
and now it’s our coffee table. We also dis- 
covered we own a pair of cherry chairs. 
We found that paint remover works best 
when you put it on and give it plenty of 
time to soak in before you start scraping. 
Then the paint comes off easily. 

“Our lamps are mostly electrified oil 
lamps, except for the one Buz made from 
a Victorian pitcher and the three that we 
made from one old-fashioned wooden floor 
lamp we found in the basement. It was 
all bulges and carving, but by sawing it 
into three sections, we got three entirely 
different lamp bases. Each bulge became 
a new lamp. We gave each one a different 
finish with paint and I did some successful 
antiquing. If was easy to wire them through 
the hole that carried the wire in the original 
lamp. We finished them off with flange- 
type fixtures and indirect bowl reflectors. 
Flange, bowl, and a ten-foot wire for each 
lamp cost $1.90.”

Yongress has offered to returning vet- 
Hee special assistance in financing 
their homes. Under Chapter 5 of the 
Servicemen’s Readjustment Act of 1944: 
—the so-called GI Bill of Rights—a 
veteran may borrow as much as the 
whole cost of a house; and the Veterans’ 
Administration has now issued regula- 
tions and set up the machinery for put- 
ting this law into effect. The purpose of 
the law is to permit the veteran, who 
may be otherwise qualified, to take on 
the responsibilities of ownership, to ac- 
quire a home without waiting until he 
can accumulate the amount of down 
payment usually required. 

The law has two plans of home fi- 
nance, and the veteran may select either 
one. Under the first plan (Section 501 
of the Act), any lending institution or 
individual that makes a veteran a home 
purchase loan not to exceed the full 
value of the property may receive from 
the Veterans’ Administration a guaran- 
tee of as much as $2,000 so long as this 
amount does not exceed one-half the 
total loan. All funds are advanced by 
private lenders, the government acting 
as guarantor within the limits mentioned. 

Thus if the veteran desires to borrow 
the full value of a $6,000 house, the 
lender making such a loan may have 
$2,000 guaranteed by VA. If the total 
loan were for $4,000, the guaranteed 
part could still be $2,000; but if the 
loan were $3,000 the guarantee would 
cover only $1,500 (one-half the total). 
If the total property value were $9,000, 
and the lender were subject to a legal 
loan limit of two-thirds of value (as in 
the case of savings banks in New York 
State), the maximum loan would be 
computed in this way: $6,000 under the 
legal limit available to any borrower, 


plus 42.000 veteran’s guarantee, making 


$8,000 total and leaving the veteran to 
provide $1,000 from his own funds. * 
Instead of buying or building a new 
house, the veteran may use the same 
borrowing privilege to obtain funds for 
repairing or remodeling a home already 
owned by him or for paying delinquent 
taxes and indebtedness on his home. The 
interest on all loans subject to guarantee 
by the Veterans’ Administration is set 
at 4: per cent. The first year’s interest on 
the guaranteed portion of the loan may, 
at the request of the borrower, be paid 
by the Veterans Administration. The pe-

VETERANS CAN 
GET PRIORITIES TO BUILD 
NOW 


The privileges of the Service- 
men’s Readjustment Act of 1944 
apply to both existing houses and 
to dwellings to be built. If a vet- 
eran is unable to find a suitable 
dwelling, he may so certify at the 
nearest FHA office, which will 
grant him a priority to build. He 
then gives the priority to his 
builder and arranges his financing 
under either of the schemes out- 
lined. Or, if he does not need the 
additional borrowing permitted by 
the Act, he may work out his fi- 





nancing under any other method 
he chooses. 

The maximum cost limits estab- 
lished by the War Production Board 
for houses built during the war do 
not apply to dwellings built for 
veterans under the procedure which 
is outlined above.

\omplete place settings for two is a brand new idea. The term 
J“place setting” may be familiar to you because it is possible to 
build up your silver service by buying it that way. But when we 
talk about “Lovesets” we are talking about everything necessary to 
set a table for two: china, glassware, linen (as well as silver), 
chosen to go together to form a whole you can be truly proud of. 
Since you will be buying only two of everything, you can afford 
several changes without involving higher finance. 

Think what this means. Up until now you have bought your china 





and glassware in sets of six, eight, or twelve—a sizable purchase, 
financially. Certainly your budget would rebel at stocking up on 
several such services, even if you had the storage space to take care 
of them. The result, therefore, of this unfortunate state of affairs 
has been monotony, and a tendency to set a beautiful, co-ordinated 
table only for company.

MEET RUSSEL WRIGHT

Ii is anything but facile; his designs do not 
come easily to him. He is earnest, sincere, 
groping, and persistent. When he finally steps 
forward with a solution, it is likely to make 
design history and to assume the status of a 
classic. A line of modern maple furniture he 
created in 1934 is still in active production, 
and his pottery dishes are probably America’s 
best selling tableware today. Though the de- 
signs were vetoed by stores and manufacturers 
alike when they were inspected on paper, 
Wright finally persuaded one reluctant manu- 
facturer to put a trial run through the plant. 
The public took to it at once. For the past 
three years its sales have averaged well over 
a million dollars a year, and there has always 
been a greater demand than supply. 

You have probably seen the tableware 
around, for the form is highly individual: flat 
plates with just a slight rise to the rim, soup 
bowls with “lug” handles, extravagantly large 
handles on the creamer and sugar bowl, and 
a “free form” celery dish. But, although you 
might know him best for this design, he has 
worked all over the industrial design field. 
Pianos, radios, lamps, rugs, curtains, buffet 
ware—the list is long. And if you visited the 
Food Building at the New York World’s Fair, 
you saw his perpetual motion exhibit, which 
was the focal point of the food industry’s pres- 
entation there. 

It is perhaps surprising that Wright has 
not done more display or exhibition work, 
for he drifted into industrial design from the 
theater, which was his first love and which 
he still watches closely. But displays are too 
temporary and Wright is filled with an urge 
_ to do things of a more permanent nature. His 
first venture into industrial design took place 
more than fifteen years ago, when a shop 
which he had set up to make theater props 
began to make some spun aluminum trays 
and bowls for buffet service. Within a few 
years you could spot the stuff in the gift shops 
of virtually every department store. It is char- 
acteristic of him to turn out designs that fill 
a need, strive at functional efficiency, and yet 
possess a certain aesthetic individuality that 


makes them identifiable as Wright pieces. 


It is doubtful if Wright would be incensed 
if you said his work does not possess elegance, 
nuance, sophistication, or fashion smartness. 
He holds that the dominant characteristic of 
American life is informality, and probably 
he would be highly pleased if you stated that 
it is the dominant characteristic of his work. 
Wright believes that after the war the Amer- 
ican tendency toward informality will be even 
more pronounced. The wealthy will have 
fewer servants, will live more casually, and 
will do away with stiff formal homes, he be- 
lieves. Casual clothes, sports, easy lounging 
chairs, and buffet service for dinner—these 
are, in his opinion, the true characteristic of 
American life. Ostentatious materials, fussy 
details and highly sophisticated backgrounds 
are alien to the American spirit, and remain 
attractive only to a rather artificial set which, 
he holds, is of no real importance to the Amer- 
ican scene. 

Wright plans to build a house for himself 
soon after the war. Curiously enough, for a 
man who has done considerable furniture de- 
signing, he intends to use much collapsible 
furniture which can be put away in closets 
in order that the rooms be “uncluttered.” By 
way of contrast, there will be a stone bench 
before the fireplace with lots of cushions 
thrown on it. 

He is a persistent wood chopper, likes to 
take long walks through the woods, wears 
overalls easily, reads little, and has curious 
preferences for exotic foods, especially orien- 
tal dishes. He prefers a phonograph to a con- 
cert because people get in the way of the 
music, and because he is essentially a shy 
individual. 

Right now he is working in his New York 
studio on full-scale models for a line of plas- 
tic dinnerware and new metal-alloy cookware. 
They will be among his first postwar contri- 
butions, because the manner in which food 
is prepared and served remains one of his 
prime interests. A restless, exploratory, stub- 
born designer, he has been one of the more 
important figures in forging an American 
design idiom paced to modern living and 
modern production methods.

he apartment Mother took when I wired her that my husband 

was going overseas and I was coming to stay with her in Santa 
Monica, Calif., consists of one large room, a tiny kitehen, 
dinette, and bathroom. I said it would never do. I said I had 
books, manuscripts, clothes, a typewriter, piles of stuff. I said 
Mother herself had too many things to fit into such a little space. 
She said perhaps I could find something better. 

Finally it began to enter my thick skull that an apartment 
was going to be harder to find than a purple serolomootlooque. 
And that, small as it was, we had better make the best of what 
we had. Making the best of it involved first, “finding a place 
for everything”; and that was obviously impossible in quarters 
possessed of no storage space except for one meager closet. So 
we proceeded to create a place for everything. 

We took out the broken folding double bed in the living room 
and removed the doors from its niche. Presto! We had another 
closet.

the war? If you have been dreaming 
of unlimited quantities of gasoline, so 
that you can use your car to drive to 
the office or factory each day, and if 
your dreams have been whetted by awe- 
some pictures of the many-laned super- 
highways planned for peace, it is time 
for you to do some hard thinking. 

For, much as we need new urban 
highways and likely as it seems that we 
shall get them within the first three to 
live years after the war ends, transporta- 

work by automobile for the 


oj large-city dwellers is neither 
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feasible nor desirable for us as citizens. 

Improved roads in and out of cities, 
cutting through our great metropolitan 
areas which have become so congested 
that they are menaces to safety, health, 
and efficient business management, will 
help to unsnarl some of the traffic. But, 
in the words of Charles Gordon, Manag: 
ing Director of the American Transit 
Association, “By no stretch of the imag- 
ination is there enough space or enough 
resources to provide the facilities needed 
if our planning is done on the assump- 
tion that everybody travels to work in 
private vehicles!” 

The reasons for this are three: 

1. New limited-access highways in- 
evitably attract more and more traffic, 
since half the automobiles of the coun- 
try are in urban areas. We would find 
it necessary to construct more and more 
highways to accommodate these cars 
without congestion.

FOR DENSE SHADE 


e Ferns including Male Fern. Like most 
ferns it needs a moist soil. Fronds almost 
evergreen. 

e Goldie’s Fern. Closely related and sim- 
ilar to foregoing. Remove winter covering. 
e Broad Beech Fern. Has upright trian- 
cular fronds. Does not enjoy a leaf mulch. 
e@ Narrow Beech Fern. Similar to last ex- 
cept that fronds are shorter. 

e Maidenhair Fern. Very popular. Enjoys 
a soil that does not pack tight. Protect 
from wind. 

e Chain Fern. Requires more moisture 
than most ferns and needs fairly dense 
shade. 

e Hartstongue Fern. Grows in shade or in 
open locations. Has strap-shaped fronds. 
@ Royal Fern. Rich, moist soil seems to be 
more important than either light or shade. 
e Mosses. Running Pine, Ground Cedar 
and Shining Club Moss enjoy moisture and 


prefer shade. 


FOR MODERATE SHADE 
e Terns, as above, and:

Makes 
a fine companion plant to Solomonseal. 
e@ Primroses in variety. Plenty of moisture. 
Try polianthus and pulverulenta.

TAKE CARE 
OF YOUR RECORDS 


By Richard Williams , 


OW that the recording compa- 

nies have made a somewhat un- 
willing peace with Mr. Petrillo’s 
stern union, they are once again put- 
ting old music on to new records; 
they are once again trying to sup- 
ply at least a portion of the demand 
for music in the home. 

Practically speaking, however, 
this does not mean that records are 
freely available. Material that goes 
into records is scarce; some of it 
is needed for war. After the war, 
they will be able to produce records 
of new, lighter, longer-lasting, 
and unbreakable plastics. But in 
the meantime, enough records can- 
not be made, nor are those which 
are made of as good a quality as 
they used to be. Records break more 
easily these days. 

Scarcity of records does not mean 
that you have to go without music. 
Reasonable stocks are still avail- 
able in the stores. There is a good 
deal from which to choose. Only if 
you insist on a particular recording 
—and no other will do—will you 
have to search for it—and long. 

All of which means that those 
records thou hast and their adop- 
tion tried should be taken care of. 
Here are a few hints on the subject 
that will help you: 


Do not over-use needles 


A bad needle or a needle used 
too long is the most frequent cause 
of damage to a record. It is impos- 
sible to tell you for how many rec- 
ords an ordinary steel needle may 
be used; it depends somewhat on 
the weight of the tone arm in your 
machine. But it is sensible to use 
a needle too little rather than too 
much. Personally, I never play more 
than two full-size records with one

When you hea 
that your records sound scratchy 
change the needle immediately 
Don't wait until the record 
played through. 

Sometimes a record become 
scratched because you accidentall 
drop the pick-up arm with th 
needle on the record. You can the 
kiss that record good-bye. A way t 
avoid this common accident is a 
ways to hold your finger under thi 
slip on the outer rim of the ree 
ord. If you make this a regula 
practice, and are certain your rec 
ord-changing attachment is prop 
erly adjusted, you won’t have any 
scratched records. 


matic record-changing attachment 
lift the needle from the record a 
soon as the record is finished.

Another way to avoid scratches is 
not to let Junior indulge in_ his 
favorite pastime of changing the 
records, 

Some collectors swear by cactus 
or thorn needles because they take 
the wear and tear instead of the 
records and can be sharpened afte 
every playing. But steel and othe 
hard-pointed needles, used with 
care, give the clearest tone and 
cleanest reproduction. 


There are now plenty of perma: 


nent needles available. Their points 
are made of sapphire or other hard 
alloys. These needles are expensive 
but are usually worth their price. 
You must not remove such a needle 
from the tone arm until you aré 
ready to discard it.

be cut in the planting operation. 


HERE rhododendrons, azaleas, 

shadblows, or winterhazel are 
planted in drifts, irregular spaces 
may be left between for the lower 
herbs to prosper. See to it that the 
soil in the area in which they are 
used has been generously supplied 
with humus. Shade-loving plants 
naturally prefer a slightly acid 
soil so lime is omitted from their 
diet. They will, however, appre- 
ciate a dressing at least once a 
year of bone meal or complete fer- 
tilizer. Then if you own a shady 
garden, you will never burn the 
leaves in the fall but will see to 
it that they are spread evenly over 
the whole planting. In spring scat- 
ter a light dressing of soil over 
them to keep them in place where 
they will decay and form a nat- 
ural garden food. (For a full list 
of plant choices, see special list 
beginning on page 89.) 

In the illustration at the top of 
page 89, you see we have another 
kind of shade.

3%. Co-ordination of trolley, bus, 
subway, railroad, and motor facili- 
ties in any city can: be planned to 
allow a minimum of delay to any- 
one using one or several of these 
vehicles, thus unsnarling the traffic 
congestion which, more than any 
other one factor, is making our 
cities unbearable today. 

Let’s take these up in order. 


Improved Transit Facilities 


You don’t know what really com- 
fortable trolley or bus riding is, 
if you judge it by the vehicles used 
during the last ten years in most 
cities. Transit officials themselves 
are the first to admit that their 





equipment was outmoded, their 
problems of operation in automo- 
hile-crowded streets without solu- 
tion even in the period preceding 
the war. Yet despite this, the 
88,107 public transit vehicles in 
operation today have done a mag- 
nificent job of absorbing all the 
passengers left high and dry by 
the abolition of automobile travel 
to work, except in car pools. 

Your distaste for public vehicles 
today is based chiefly on the excess 
number of passengers they carry. 
Cheer up. Trolleys, busses, and 
subways never will be as crewded 
again as they are today. And that 
crowding has had one _ beneficent 
result. It has enabled the transit 
companies to pull themselves “out 


of the red” and to get a solid sur- 
plus for the first time in recent 
history with which to improve 
facilities. They already are plan- 
ning to buy new equipment to re- 
place what is now on the tracks 
and roads, And you should see the 
new equipment, a trickle of which 
is in use in fifteen cities of the 
United States and Canada right 
now! : 

The PCC trolley car, for exam- 
ple, sometimes called the “million

new construction is indicated. The 
same type of streamlined cars are 
to be used for these as for surface 
operation. 


Mishways with rights-of-way 


An architect’s drawing of one 
solution of the superhighway plus 
is shown on pages 86, 87. Many 
features have been incorporated 
into this drawing: the landscaped 
center mall, hiding the trolley lines 
from the motorist; overhead 
bridges for cross-traffic, with steps 
leading from regular “stops” on 
the trolley line to the bridge and 
its local crosstown bus; “turn-outs” 
or separate lanes for bus “stops” so 
that no passenger need alight in 
the stream of private automobile 
traflic. 





One or all of these may be in- 
corporated into the plans for your 
new superhighway. They will add 
an average of one seventh to the 
initial cost, for bridges (which 
would be built anyway) must be a 
little wider and more construction 
is necessary on the road itself. If 
this seems expensive to you, com- 
pare the cost of street cars on a 
center mall with subways. Two 
tracks of subway cost $4,000,000 to 
$6,000,000 per mile, according to 
Mr. De Leuw, while a two-track 
trolley line costs $2,000,000 to 
$2,500,000 per mile.

Co-ordination of all 
Transportation 


There is room for all types of 
transportation in our complicated 
urban existence. The trouble is we 
haven’t made room for them. We 


have splurged on subways or high- 


ways, ignoring their relation to 
each other. More people would 


benefit, and the overall cost would 
he infinitely less, if improvements 
for public transit and private were 
planned to go with each other. 
The salient point in all our plan- 
ning for relief of traffic congestion 
in cities is the meshing together of 
automobile traffic, trolley and bus 
lines, railroad terminals, airports, 
and subways. If we paid more at- 
tention to where the streams of 
people go after they alight from 
their vehicles—of whatever sort— 
we could route our traffic quickly 
the

Transfer stations at bus stops, 
whether at the sides of superhigh- 
ways. on turn-outs for the purpose, 
or at the bridges spanning such 
highways, are the single biggest 
answer to co-ordination of city 
transportation. These can be actual 
transfer stations, where no extra 
fare is required to take another 
vehicle, or if this is impossible, 
they can be so attractively con- 
venient that they would be used 
even for an extra fare.

It has been estimated that 
these Chicago busses load 6,000 
people an hour, travel about 30 
miles an hour, and operate one bus 
a minute during rush hour.

The galantine is an adaptation 
of several tried (and very true) 
recipes.

ing. Mix well again and stir in the 
nuts. Beat egg and extra yolk thor- 
oughly and mix well into the dress- 
ing with the salt and pepper to 
taste. Fill the boned shoulder. 
Wrap securely in clean cheesecloth. 
Put the broth from the bones, wine, 


bay leaf, carrot, parsley, and celery 
into a pot and bring to a boil. Add 
the wrapped veal, cover well, and 
let simmer 314 to 4 hours, turning 
gently now and then. Cool in the 
broth, then remove to a platter and 


chill thoroughly.

The LOG of the 
PRACTICAL GARDENER 


May is 2 misnomer. In the gardener’s bright 


lexicon, the word for this month is ‘Must’’ 


The chief must of the month, of course, is to fill all the rows. of the 
vegetable garden. There is no crop so tender that it cannot (and 
therefore should not) be sown or set out by Decoration Day in all 


temperate regions. (If you don’t fill the rows, the weeds will.) 


Dahlias should be started by mid-May, too. Set the tubers in fertile holes 
6" deep (4' for miniatures) with a short round stick behind the neck to 
hold the label and be replaced later by a supporting stake. Cover tubers 
2". Fill hole level when the plant begins to push. 


Cut your grass high this month. It is germinating time for crab- 
grass seeds, and the taller the grass, and the healthier, the tougher 


it will be for the sun and space-loving crabgrass. 


Back in January I said that the Bailey Blister was playing host to 
flats of Vinca rosea seedlings. (So you don’t remember?) Well, they 
were sown in sifted sphagnum, and grew beautifully, if with their 
accustomed slowness, and without hint of damping off, despite a 


seven-week stay before first transplanting. 


It's too bad Vinca rosea takes so long to get started, because it will 
bloom abundantly, through heat. flood, drought, all summer and fall. 


And its foliage is almost as nice as its flowers. 


Early this month, or when your rose shoots are a couple of inches long, give 
eac rose plant a tablespoonful of your standard complete fertilizer, and 
work it into the ground lightly around the base. One more similar feeding in 


early July should see you through. 


Matter of fact, the first of May is a good time to feed most of your 
herbaceous perennials. The ground will be about warm enough to 


permit the food to do its best work when the spring drive demands it. 


The new giant viola Purple Heart, just introduced, ts a beauty. But 
shear all stems back after bloom. You'll get three or four crops of 


flowers this way. My October blooms averaged almost 3” across. 


Curry and groom, freshen and furbish the whole garden. Give it a 
roaring spring send-off and youll have a better picture to look at

which failed you once. The trick is 
to find something else to fill out 
those empty rows, and to find it 
without delay. 

Among the “quickies” to turn 
this trick, my own favorite is kohl- 
rabi. Sixty days will bring it to 
maturity. It will stand rather warm 
summer weather, and it thrives on 
cool spring and autumn nights. 
Loosehead lettuces will come to 
edible size in still shorter time. 
Radishes mature in a little over 
three weeks. If the unexpected 
vacancy occurs in June, a hasty 
planting of okra will produce pods 
in profusion before August is out. 
If the space turns up in August a 
planting of dwarf Scotch kale will 
October’s 
blight-resistant 


thrive right through 


frosts. Virginia 
spinach is nearly as hardy and is 


ready for the table in 39 days. 


ND what do you do about holes 

that appear among rows of 
your most successful crops? You 
cannot harvest all of even one 
planting of carrots or beets or let- 
tuce in a single fortnight, and the 
half-plundered rows look sloppy in 
a well-tended garden. My cure for 
this difficulty is to keep a small 
oversupply of cabbage or broccoli 
or cauliflower seedlings or of head 
lettuces or endive in the seed bed. 
Shaded under the slat frames and 
they develop 


crowded _ together, 


much more slowly than _ their 
promptly-transplanted fellows, and 
they are available over a long sea- 
son as “fillers.” It may look a bit 
surprising to see a dozen heads of 
lettuces growing in a row where 
some parsnips failed to germinate. 
Or some Brussels sprouts thriving 
where the striped beetles cleaned 
out a couple of hills of winter 
squash. But at least no precious 
ground is wasted, and the green 
life of the home garden reigns un- 


checked and unrestrained.

lhink back, if you ean, to the days before 

gasoline rationing. Imagine yourself 
bound cityward from your home to work, 
on a shopping tour, or to the bank. What 
was your plaint when you reached the 
heart of the city? 

“Where can I park my car?” 

You either nosed into a vacant space 
at the curb, ignoring the austere sign 
that said you could park only an hour. Or 
you found a vacant lot three blocks away 
where a sleight-of-hand artist maneuvered 
your car into a mass of automobiles 
packed like sardines in a can—from which 
he extricated it, hours later, while you 
waited impatiently and apprehensively. 

If you think that was difficult, just 
imagine what it might be like after the 
war, when all of the 24,000,000 passen- 
eer cars still capable of running take to 
the road, and when the automobile indus- 
try starts its postwar production to bring 
the number of cars up to 40,000,000 by 
1960! Add to that picture the many new 
expressways, feeder-roads, and improved 
highways into cities, which will entice 
millions of people to drive to the city 
who never, or seldom went before. 

Very little has been done in most cities 
to provide anything like good parking, 
as it is defined on page 102. The three 
groups of people upon whom the solution 
depends are: municipal government. 
downtown merchants, and citizens of the 
metropolitan areas. It is time for the first 
two to be prodded by the third—YOU. 
For, in the Better Tomorrows we all strive 
for, you will certainly want to drive more 
easily to your downtown business  dis- 


tricts which offer a more varied selection 


of purchases than you find in your neigh- 
borhood stores. You will depend on your 
car for shopping so that you won’t have 
to be a slave to bus and railroad sched- 
ules. You will insist on the convenience 
of tossing your parcels into the back seat 
of the car and taking them right home 
with you. 

We have become so used to our ‘auto- 
mobiles that, according to G. Donald 
Kennedy, Vice-President of the Automo- 
live Safety Foundation, they are now 
integral parts of our personalities. Even 
with improvement of public transit from 
outlying areas and the possibility of good 
urban residential neighborhoods from 
which you can walk to work, an enor- 
mous number of people will be driving 
their own cars into the heart of the city 
whenever they please. They will clog the 
streets, turn all vacant lots into ugly 
masses of jam-packed cars, increase trafhe 
hazards, delay the orderly processes of 
business—unless they can find conven- 
ient. economical and safe parking. 

We cannot afford to make our cities 
any uglier or less convenient than they 
already are. Our new parking lots and 
garages cannot be small and unattractive, 
located at random, costing whatever the 
trafhe will bear. Parking facilities should 
he planned, designed and located so they 
become assets instead of liabilities to the 
communities served, 

You have only to look at the photo- 
graph on page 46 to realize that where 
time and attention are given to beauti- 
fying a parking lot, the seemingly im- 
possible can be accomplished. Far-

oo many rooms are paved with good intentions. A bride, 

for instance, usually selects her sofa and armchairs as the 
nucleus of the perfect, complete living room she hopes to have 
some day—after she’s been able to acquire the precisely right.

ture. But as the years go by enthusiasm wanes, or the time 
never seems ripe to invest in that fine lamp or that important 
accessory.

Shrubs as individuals (and that is what we are talking 
about here) are not usually thought of in terms of hedges, 
or large masses, or shrub borders, or garden backgrounds. 
Yet properly used they may serve similar purposes. They 
can, by their individual showmanship, draw attention to 
themselves and, conversely, keep the eye from wandering 
elsewhere. So they may double for a hedge, or even a 
mass planting. They may, by a special growth habit, so 
affect the scale and perspective of a garden that they 
actually provide a background for what lies in front of 
them. They may, too, call attention to the things around 
them by hoisting a signal flag of bright color. 

In the drawing on these pages you find single shrubs 
of outstanding quality used in such key locations as exist 
in most home gardens, in all the ways I've suggested. You 
find them used all at once, patly—in the picture. It’s 
easy to do it this way. It’s easy to make a hundred different 
plans this way. It is not at all easy to put the plan into 
effect and have it come out just the way you want it. But 
if you pick your spots and pick your shrubs, really fine 
shrubs, you will find some day that you really have done 
a job. The notes on the opposite page will help to make

he younger generation seems to have caught on fast to 

the truth that decorating rules have their place, but not 
if they cramp your style. 

On such questions as “Can-I Use Modern with Tra- 
ditional?” or “Where should we place the piano?” the 
young are unlikely to accept the time-honored formulas 
as the last word. If the conventional answer doesn’t suit 
their particular living habits, they go ahead and think up 
their own solutions which will give them the kind of 
homes they want. Wisely, they are more concerned with 
the way their furnishings perform for them than with 
any highfalutin rulebook dogma. 

This youthful thinking is clear as day in the Beverly 


Hills home of Mr. and Mrs. William I. Hollingsworth, Jr. 
They hadn’t enjoyed living with their Modern upholstered 
furniture in its pure, rather severe Modern state, so they 
traditionalized it with slipcovers to make it look softer. 
Then they combined this with their Modern tables, which 
they kept as they were, simply because they liked them 
that way. They set their piano among the bookshelves— 
unorthodox procedure, perhaps, but a most satisfactory 
use of space in their particular living room. They further 
broke convention by making a huge glass cooky jar and 
a pair of chimney lamps the most important accessories 
in their living room. For all timid souls, here’s evidence

@ William Wilson Wurster is an architect 
whose work has already had a powerful in- 
fluence on the contemporary American scene, 
even though he has practiced for only 17 
years. This influence promises to grow by 
leaps and bounds in the next few years, by 
virtue of two things: his ability to make 
Modern architecture acceptable to the layman, 
and his new job as Dean of the School of 
Architecture and Planning at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. 

Wurster’s residential designing might be 
characterized in this way. He takes accepted 
basic shapes in architecture, keeps them free 
of their false faces and spurious ornamenta- 
tions, thus abiding by the honest and good 
features that have been inherent in them since 
the beginning. Consequently his houses do not 
look startlingly different, even though they are 
essentially Modern. 

But Wurster carries no torch for Modern 
or any other “period.” He believes only in 
building houses that are livable, simple, and 
clean-limned. And he borrows from neither 
the old nor the International Modern styles. 
As a result it could be said that he has done 
more than any other architect to develop a 
truly American version of Modern. He hbe- 
lieves that no forms should be rejected just 
because they are old and have a precedent, 
any more than that new forms should be tried 
just because they are new. As a result. his 
houses have many earmarks not associated 
with Modern—pitched roofs, siding of shingles 
and clapboards, boards and battens and shakes. 

To use his own words, “I have never be- 
lieved in proselyting, so feel that | have no 
mission to put over any given expression on 
any client. I like to work out direct. honest 
solutions, avoiding exotic and pretentious ma- 
terials, using indigenous things so that there 
is no affectation.” 

This is exactly what William Wurster does. 
He uses redwood, corrugated iron, and con- 
crete, and does things with them so that you 
enjoy the design of the whole, He stays away 
from materials that are in themselves blatant 
and which might proclaim themselves more 


loudly than the whole. 
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The intrinsic unpretentiousness of Wurster’s 
work was best expressed by another architect 
when he said, “Bill always seems to be lucky 
in getting clients who have had money for so 
long that it would never occur to them to 
build a house to impress other people. They 
want above all else to live well there them- 
selves. This has permitted Wurster to do a 
freer kind of designing, planned entirely 
around the way the client wants to live.” 

In judging any plan, his own or the work 
of others, Wurster’s first question is, “What 
does it do for those for whom it is planned?” 
When that is successfully answered, only then 
does he ask, “How does it look?” Not that 
he disregards appearances—his impressive list 
of “first prizes” clearly disproves such a sug- 
gestion—but always his first demand is that 
the building assist his client’s welfare. 

A revealing sidelight on the thoroughness 
of Wurster’s thinking is the fact that he once 
took time out from his distinguished career 
to go back to school, where he studied city 
planning, tax structure, fiscal policy, and civic 
administration, all of which, he insists, must 
be understood before architecture can begin. 
For by architecture, he means nothing less 
than “the whole field of human environment.” 

Wurster has never found time to build a 
house for himself. In San Francisco, where he 
formerly lived, he and Mrs. Wurster (Cath- 
erine Bauer, internationally known authority 
on housing) made their home in a quite ordi- 
nary flat, but it had a marvelous view of the 





Bay—much more important to the exuberant, 
informal Wursters than a more impressive 
front. Now, in Boston, they live on Beacon 
Hill, not in a precise old mansion, but in an 
apartment over a garage on Chestnut Street, 
chosen for its convenient location. 

If Wurster ever gets around to building a 
house for himself, he says he'll simply enclose 
a certain area of floor with walls and roof, 
then have a series of knock-down partition 
panels so that he can have one large living 
space or as many small compartments as his 
changing needs may suggest. Such an unpre- 
tentious approach to living is of more than 


passing significance in American life.

If aking a list, with vital and cultural statistics, of summer- 
MH flowering bulbs is one thing. Making a short list of the 
best ones—what might be called the indispensables—is an- 
other problem entirely. So when House BEAUTIFUL asked 
David Platt, who practically cut his teeth on bulbs, to draw 
up a brief list of the leaders, he really had to go into the 


silences with the assignment. The final result, represented 


by the gallery ‘of portraits across these pages, was achieved 
with one idea in mind: to include the cream of the “flower 
potential” for the home gardener. 

This much is sure: with the eight summer flowering bulbs 
pictured, concisely briefed and described above, you can 
have a prodigious amount of bloom in all colors, at all 
heights up to five feet, in sun and shade, from July to frost. 
For only eight kinds of flowers, that’s good! We'll wager 
not one gardener in ten ever dreamed of such potentialities.

What you should Know about 
BORROWING MONEY ON A HOUSE 


Have you saved enough money to buy or build your post- 


war home? If not, you should know these facts before 


you contact any lending agency about borrowing funds

| ie mortgagee is a business man. His business is to 
sell the use of money and, in doing so, to get the 
best price he can for that service and to make as cer- 
tain as possible that the money will be returned when 
the service has been rendered. 

To this extent, his business is a good deal like that 
of the man who rents heavy machinery to a con- 
tractor or a floor polisher to a housewife. He makes 
a charge for the use of his goods and requires that 
they be returned in good shape when they have done 
their job. 

There is a big difference, however. The lender’s 
money is not usually his own, but only held in trust 
by him. The money he lends belongs to other people, 
who have turned it over to him, not only for safe- 
keeping but in order that they may get a yield on 
their savings. The interest rate that the lender charges 
must, therefore, be sufficient to cover his cost of doing 
business, to provide an allowance for risk, and to 
offer sufficient return to the real owners of the money 


so they will continue to deposit in his bank or buy 





his insurance policies—and there are many more 
savers to be considered than there are borrowers. 
The special problems of the different types of 
lenders affect the terms at which they can make 
loans. Insurance companies, for instance, pay more 
to their policy-holders than savings banks do to their 
depositors, but the latter have much smaller amounts 
to handle and shorter term demands to meet. Com- 


ae : : 
mercial banks may pay nothing Lo depositors, but, 
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since their deposits are payable on demand, they 
must carry greater liquid reserves than insurance 
companies. Large institutions frequently can operate 
at lower cost than small ones. These variations ac- 
count in part for the variations in the terms that may 
be offered. 

Another unique thing about lending institutions is 
that they operate under a greater degree of govern- 
mental supervision than almost any other type of 
private business. Nearly all of them are subject to 
regulation under the law, as to how much may be 
loaned and the length of time the loan may be out- 
standing. Yet the laws and the methods of super- 
vision differ for the several types of institutions. 
There are state laws and commissioners and corps of 
examiners for savings and loan associations, savings 


banks, commercial banks, and insurance companies. 


n addition, if an institution is a member of the 

Federal Reserve System or the Home Loan Bank 
system, or if it insures its deposits with a federal 
agency, it is subject to further examination and 
further circumstriction of its policies and activities. 
Differences here also affect the kind of deal the lender 
can make with the borrower. Any type of institution, 
moreover, may insure its mortgages with the Federal 
Housing Administration. If it chooses to do so, the 


terms on which it can make loans are again affected. 


There are still other classes of lenders: mort-

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\ n old house can be remodeled for 
solar heating ‘if the main rooms face 
in a southerly direction. This house in 
Milford, Pennsylvania, a legacy of our 
fathers’ predilections for gloomy baro- 
nial architecture, faced southeast to a 
breathtaking view. In the old version, 
a wide veranda on this side of the 
house completely prevented the sun 
from entering any of the main rooms, 
and did nothing to dramatize the view. 

But Architectural Designer Henry 
Wright saw how to change its obsolete 
gloom. He removed the porch as well 
as most of the second floor. He rear- 
ranged the rooms on the first floor so 
living room, dining room, and master 
bedroom would have the maximum 
wall frontage to the south. (See plan.) 
And for this southerly exposure he de- 
signed a wall of double insulating glass 
that rises 18 feet to the new roof. Sun 
now heats these rooms on sunny cold 
days. Coal-fired heating p!ant heats 
house at night and on cloudy, sunless 
days. Purpose of the insulating glass 
is to reduce heat loss during sunless 


hours of the day.

This solar house has a new wrinkle 


worth remembering 


ee houses have to have heating plants, 
just like ordinary houses, for those times 
when the sun isn’t shining. This one is no 
exception, and it has radiators—the same 
ones used in the old house. BUT— it has 
used them in a new, very intelligent way. 
To understand just how intelligent, you 
will have to recall some of those laws of 
physics that you learned in high school— 
the one about how hot air rises and cold air 
falls, and the one about downdrafts moving 
down across windows. (It’s the downdrafts, 
caused by cold window glass, that have 
made us put our radiators under windows 
to catch and heat these moving currents of 
cold air beiore they reach the floor and 
deflect into the room.) 

Knowing these things, Designer Henry 
Wright decided to channel this downdrafi 
and make sure it went where he wanted it— 
namely to pass through the fins and flanges 
of the concealed radiators and, thereby, 
become heated before it could get into the 
room. So he did just that, by creating a 
set of inner windows that reach up only 
one-third of the window wall. (See cross- 
section of this detail on opposite page.) 


AFTER 
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These inner winter windows are hinged and 
removable, since they would perform no 
function in the summer and would make it 
difficult to do window washing. 

This new winter window should not be 
confused in any way with the storm win- 
dow. This functions solely as a way to 
channel the downdrafts that rush across all 
window glass in cold weather, so that they 
will be sure to pass across the hidden heat 
source (the radiators) and convect up into 
the air of the room at a temperature that is 

-warm enough not to dissipate the comfort 
of the room. 

Of course, where insulating glass has 
been used (as here), the downdrafts would 
be very much less pronounced than they 
would be if single-pane glazing had been 
used. But the idea would be even more 
effective for harnessing air movement if 
ordinary glass were used. 

This little bit of engineering is just one 
more way of applying the laws of science 
so that life will be more comfortable and 
the heating bill lower. It’s one more way 
to take the spendthrift angle out of using 


large glass areas in intemperate climates.

Between 
$6,000 and $10,000 valuation, you 
can borrow 90 per cent of the first 
$6.000. and 80 per cent of the 
amount above $6,000. Above $10.- 
000, the 80 per cent of value repre- 


sents the maximum that may be 
borrowed. 
The FHA loans have certain 


beneficial features besides the high 
loan-to-value ratio. The loans are 
based on a careful method of ap- 
praisal uniformly applied through- 
out the country; and the properties 
given as security must conform to 
certain minimum standards of lo- 
cation, planning, and construction. 
Where new dwellings are involved, 
the property is inspected during 
construction. 

It must be noted, however, that | 
many institutions operating inde- 
pendently of FHA have standards 
equally as exacting.

Vhe only requisite is to place re- 
sponsibility for parking arrange- 
ments with an agency of local gov- 
ernment which will supervise loca- 
tion, safe operation, fee schedules, 
and appearance. A state law has 
already been passed in Minnesota 
allowing municipalities to own land 
in the name of the public and to 
lease it to operators with restric- 
tions on physical plan, type of 
operation and fees charged.

The city of San Francisco 
provided space underneath a block- 
square city park, where local mer- 
chants built underground parking 
decks three stories deep. Washing- 
ton, D. C., has several open-deck 
structures for multiple-deck park- 
ing, operated commercially. At 
least one of its department stores 
offers its customers cheap parking 
on its own open-deck garage. In- 
deed, a new Washington zoning 
ordinance stipulates that future 
buildings which attract many vis- 
itors must provide off-street park- 
ing facilities. This is a command

HE modern locker plant offers 
you, foodwise, nearly as many 
services as a large metropolitan de- 
partment store offers you otherwise. 
Facilities usually include a com- 
plete service on meats: chilling, 
cutting, grinding, aging, smoking, 
curing, lard rendering, packaging, 
labeling, quick freezing, and stor- 
ing. Some handle the processing, 
packaging, and quick-freezing of 
fruits, vegetables, poultry, sea food. 
Services of locker plants vary wide- 
ly, of course, depending on the 
needs of individual communities. 
Plants may offer either drawer or 
door type space. Rentals vary de- 
pending on ease of accessibility of 
locker contents. From locker oper- 
ators you can buy packaging ma- 
terials for your home processing, 
if you want to do it yourself. They 
also provide instructions on how 
best to prepare foods for quick 
freezing.

Germicidal lamps 
capable of killing airborne bacteria 
and preventing growth of molds 
emit their rays in all rooms where 
the temperature is above 34°. 

The vegetable processing room 
is as scientifically arranged as a 
food factory. Vegetables go into 
wire baskets and are steam blanched 
at controlled temperatures before 
being poured into containers for 
sealing and quick freezing. The 
plant has facilities also for killing, 
plucking, chilling, drawing, wrap- 
ping and quick freezing poultry;

10 fresh tomatoes chopped

1 teaspoon salt 6 cups water 


Bay leaf 1 
1 onion, finely 


teaspoon salt 


Cut tomatoes in quarters, mash 
slightly, add 2 cups water, summer 
savory, pepper, sugar, 1 teaspoon 
salt, bay leaf, onion. Bring to a boil 
and cook gently until tomatoes are 
done (about half an hour). Strain. 
In another saucepan boil together 
remaining ingredients until tender. 
Strain and add tomato liquid. The 
result will be slightly cloudy. To 
achieve crystal clearness, cool the 
liquid. Then add 2 mashed egg 
shells, 2 slightly beaten egg whites 
and 4 teaspoons cold water to the 
soup and cook over a low flame, 
stirring constantly until it boils. 
Boil about a minute. (At this point 
it will look like a foamy raspberry 
sherbet, but don’t be alarmed.) Let 
liquid stand about 20 minutes. 
Strain through double thickness of 
fine cheesecloth. (Be sure cheese- 
cloth is fine, or particles of egg 
white will remain in soup and spoil 
its sharp clarity.) Serves 8.

Every year about 5,000 
people lose their lives 
through fire; the floss of 
property in dwellings alone 
totals more than $80,000,- 
000 each year. As one ex- 
pertin fire protection wrote: 
“The buildings burned, if 
placed on lots of 50 feet 
frontage, would line both 
sides ef a street extending 
from New York to San Fran-
